Proceedings Town Hall March 1, 1943, at 7:00 P. M. 


Pursuant to a Warrant signed by the Board of Select- 
men on February 8, 1943, then duly posted and the Con- 
_stable’s return thereon the annual town meeting was held at 
the Town Hall on March 1, 1943 at 7 P. M. The meeting was 
called to order by Moderator Forest W. Cousins and the War- 
rant and Constable’s return read by Town Clerk Michael 
J. McCarthy. The Warrant for a special town meeting 
to be held on March 1, 1943 was read also. It was voted that 
action on articles in the Warrant for the special town meet- 
ing be deferred until action has been taken on articles in the 
warrant for the annual town meeting. 


The following action was taken on articles in the

Town Election Saturday, March 6, 1943 


Pursuant to the Town Meeting Warrant signed by 
the Selectmen and the Constable’s return thereon, the 
annual town election was held at the Town Hall on Sat- 
urday, March 6, 1943. 


Three sealed boxes said to contain twenty-four hun- 
dred ballots (2400) were delivered to the ballot clerks before 
the polls opened and a receipt therefor obtained by the 
Town Clerk. 


All requirements of law having been complied with, 
penalty. and instruction cards and specimen ballots being 
posted, Moderator Forest W. Cousins declared the polls 
open at 7 A. M. 


At 6:00 a motion was made and passed that the polls 
be now closed. At 6:05 all ballots remaining in the ballot 
box were removed and the box inspected by the election 
officers and found to be empty. | 


On the check lists both at the entrance gate and at 
the ballot box, three hundred twenty males and two 
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hundred females were checked as having voted. After the 
polls closed the ballot clerks returned eighteen hundred 
and twenty unused ballots.

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ABSTRACT FROM CHAPTER 99 OF THE REVISED 
LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 8. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which . 
they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the birth occurred, a notice 
stating the date and place of the birth, giving the street 
number if any, color and the family name. They shall 
within fifteen days after the birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the birth 
occurred, a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the 
names, ages, places of birth, occupations and residences 
of the parents, giving the street number, if there be any, ~ 
and the number of the ward in a city, the maiden name of 
the mother, if the full return is not made within forty-eight 
hours. 


The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight 
hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offence for- 
feit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the clerk of the city or town in which child is born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 8, 
Shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included in every 
notice given under the provision of this section. 


Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by Section 
6, is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a birth 
or death, who neglects to do so for ten days after the time 
limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five dollars 
for each offence. 


Sec. 24. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for 
returns of births to parents, householders, physicians and 
midwives who apply therefor.

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Report of Board of Selecuael 


We have just completed a year of intensification in the 
national effort to strike a decisive blow for a definite victory 
in our war effort. The loyalty of all who have been asked to 
serve in the special tasks connected with our effort here has 
been excellent. Some activities which might have been 
undertaken in the usual municipal program had_,to be delayed 
owing to restrictions on material. 


: 


Citizens Serving 
We now have the names of 340 men and women from 


our town serving in the armed forces of the nation and away 
from home, some of whom have been on active duty now for | 


three years. Names of those in the service are on the Serv- 
ice Roll at the Public Library. While all devoutly look for 
the day of their return to their community and a normal way 
of life, we cannot relax in our spirit to do for them while 
they are in the service. To assure them of a degree of se- 
curity after they return, the community in cooperation with 
the State and Nation must commence to have a definite post- 
war rehabilitation program mapped out. 


Highway Work ; 

Highway construction under Chapter 90 is suspended 
for the war years. Highway maintenance under Chapter 90 
is being continued. In 1943 we expended $3,000.00 in this 
work with State and County grants. We must maintain 
in serviceable condition work which has been done. For 
1944 we recommend an appropriation of $1,500.00 for Chap- 
ter 90 work. Notice has been received from the State and 


County that each will allocate a like sum for this work here 


this year. 


In August Mr. Adam McCordick, Highway Surveyor, 
rendered a report to the Board of Selectmen, stating that the 


Spring Street bridge was in unsafe condition for heavy 


loads. An inspection of the bridge was made and the Coun- 
ty Commissioners were requested to inspect the bridge and 


AT 


make recommendations, which was done by the county en- 
gineer, Mr. Louis Perkins. The State Department of Public 
Works was also asked to make a survey of the condition of 
this bridge. The report of their engineer was that certain 
temporary repairs be made this year to strengthen the struc- 
tural condition of the bridge and increase its load bearing 
capacity. We recommend that this be done at an estimated 
cost of $1,000.00. 


Post-War Fund 


A definite responsibility of every community is to plan 
for the post-war period and be ready to provide employment 
for demobilized servicemen and war workers when the pres- 
ent employment peak sags. In our planning we should bene- 
fit by the experience during the unemployment period which 
extended from 1935 through 1940. To provide a fund for 
this work, the need for a post-war rehabilitation fund seems 
necessary. We started such a fund last year and we now 
recommend that the sum of $25,000.00 be taken from avail- 
able funds in the treasury and invested in war bonds in 1944. 


Officers In Service 


Frank E. Leslie, clerk of the board who was re-elected 
a member of the board in March, 19438, while serving in the 
Navy was sent overseas in June and on July 8, the vacancy 
on the board was filled by the selection of Mr. Edgar W. 
Dickinson, as military substitute. Dr. Alton L. Hurlburt 
of the Board of Health entered the service also. Dr. Samuel 
Allen was elected to act as military substitute for him. Both 
elections were made under the statutes which require that 
elected officers be selected from the registered voters of a 
town, which also applies to substitutes for elected officers. 


The board expresses its appreciation for the spirit of 
cooperation given by officers and committees during the 
year.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of East Bridge- 
water for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1942, and re- 
port thereon as follows: 
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The financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
-bills for collection, were examined and checked with the 
books of the accounting officer and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the accounting officer were 
examined. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with 
the treasurer’s books and with the records of the several 
departments collecting money for the town, while the pay- 
ments were checked with the treasury warrants and with 
the books of the treasurer. 


The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings, as well as the transfers from the 
reserve fund authorized by the finance committee, were 
checked to the accounting officer’s ledger. The ledger’s ac- 
counts were analyzed, and a balance sheet, which is append- 
ed to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on December 31, 1942. This balance sheet 
indicates that the financial condition of the town is very 
good. 


_ The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were com- 
pared with the records of the several departments collecting 
money for the town and with the other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments 
were checked with the warrants of the selectmen authoriz- 
ing the disbursement of town funds. The cash balance on 
February 16, 1943, was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit 
and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were compared with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment 
of the several trust funds were examined and listed. The 
income was proved and the withdrawals were verified. 
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The tax title deeds representing liens on real estate 
were listed, the amounts transferred to the tax title account 
were checked with the collector’s records, the reported re- 
demptions were compared with the receipts as shown on the 
treasurer’s caSh book, and the tax titles, as listed, were 
proved and reconciled with the accounting officer’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The tax, departmental, and water 
accounts outstanding according to the previous examina- 
tion, as well as all subsequent commitments, were ‘audited 
and proved. The collections as posted on the commitment 
records were compared with the cash book collections and 
with the recorded payments to the town treasurer as shown 
by the treasurer’s cash book. 


The abatements of taxes, departmental, and water ac- 
counts as entered on the commitment records were checked. 
to the records in the departments authorized to grant abate- | 
ments, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by @ 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. . 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses 
issued were examined, the payments to the State being — 
verified by comparison with the receipts on file and the pay- — 
ments to the town treasurer being compared with the treas- — 
urer’s cash book. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to fur- 
nish them for the faithful performance of their duties were — 
examined and found to be in proper form. 4 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures, as 
well as of all other departments collecting money for the 
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town, were examined, checked, and reconciled with the 
treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, together 
with tables showing the trust fund transactions. 


For the co-operation extended by the various town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Voters of the 
Town of East Bridgewater: 


I herewith submit my report, which, owing to the short- 
age of paper, I have been requested to limit. 


Our stock and tools have been kept up to the standard 
of last year’s report, with an additional purchase of one > 
dump truck, which is, in my opinion, an asset to the High- 
way Department; I have sold one old discontinued snow 
plow and purchased a new Anderson plow; and purchased 
one thousand (1,000) feet of new snow fence. 


This year, as Highway Surveyor, I am planning, as Tar- 
via is released, to penetrate several of our dirt roads, which 
could not be done previously because of the shortage of tar 
and manpower. Several of our streets have been seal coat- 
ed to prevent breaking up. Dirt roads have been graded 
and graveled in places with the anticipation of tarring this 
year; guard rails have been rebuilt and painted to prevent 
accidents; general repairs have been maintained to the best 
of my ability considering the shortage of materials. 


We have rented our grader to other Towns, such as Han- 
son, Pembroke, West Bridgewater, Halifax, and to individ- 
uals for private jobs, netting us Seven Hundred and Ten 
Dollars ($710.00). This money is to be used for the main- 
tenance and upkeep of our equipment.

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Raport of the Board of Public Welfare 


Ths Board of Public Welfare and the Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance presents the following report of their activities 
during the past year. 


General Relief 


January 1, 1943, there were 13 active cases receiving 
this type of relief. Through the year 22 cases consisting 
of 34 persons were aided at a total expense of $3,533.31. 16 
of these cases were aided in their homes, 2 in institutions, 
2 cases were boarded in other homes, 1 case was hospitalized 
and there was 1 burial. $133.45 was paid to other towns for 
aid to persons with an East Bridgewater settlement residing 
in those towns. There were 3 cases made up of 5 persons 
in this group. 


The Town was reimbursed in the amount of $891.45 
from the Commonwealth, $613.02 from other towns and 
$9.00 from individuals. 


Aid Dependent Children 


Throughout the year 14 cases consisting of 50 persons 
_ received aid under this category. There were 13 cases on 
the rolls January 1, 19483. During the year 3 cases were 
closed and 1 new case accepted, leaving at the close of the 
year, 11 cases made up of 42 persons. 


These cases received $9,411.50 in cash grants and addi- 
tional sums amounting to $202.65 for medical and dental 
care. 


The Federal government contributed $2,907.75 and 
$4,826.33 was received from the Commonwealth. 
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Old Age Assistance 


120 individuals received Old Age Assistance payments 
during the year 1948. On January 1, there were 108 active 
cases and at the end of the year there were 80 cases on the 
rolls. 18 new applications were received, of which 11 were 
granted assistance. 2 cases were reopened and 41 cases 
were closed during the year. 


Those 120 cases received regular cash grants totaling 
$38,142.06. In addition they received $1,096.44 for Medical 


Care, $618.48 for hospitalization, $56.00 for glasses and 


$273.00 was paid for burials. 


There were 8 East Bridgewater cases residing in other 
towns for whom $429.57 was paid to these towns. 


$19,801.09 was received from the Federal Funds, _ 


$18,295.03 from the Commonwealth and $834.99 from other 
towns. | 


Through the use of available Federal Funds, the office 


equipment has been modernized and now we have an up-to- 
date office. The Civil Service personnel comprises Charles 
E. Merrill, Social Worker, and Grace M. Sheehan, Clerk. 


The Welfare Department wishes to express their appre- 
ciation to the Town Officials in the other departments for 
their co-operation during the past year.

Indications for the year 1944 are that an increasing 
number of our young men will be on the actual battle front 
in the global struggle. As their task becames greater and 
more decisive, to many the security along the home front 
appears to be normal and that no reason exists for a con- 
tinuation of the protection provided by a trained personnel 
working under the direction of the public safety committee. 


To relax this watchfulness would be a dire mistake. The 
state of alert must be maintained and a competent force 
must be ready for instant mobilization to cope with an un- 
predicted event. 


We are highly appreciative of the loyal services of those 
who have been identified with the civilian defense and know 
that they realize that the demobilization of the home front 
forces cannot be accomplished with safety until the mili- 
tary victory is won. 


ALERT STAGE 


The training of personnel in their duties was completed 
in 1942 and review was not necessary during 1943. The 
civilian defense has taken part in regional and state wide 
tests when held. These have been suspended during the 
winter months, but will be resumed soon. 


WARNING SERVICE 


| Contact is maintaind 24 hours a day with the Regional 

Warning Center through which information in event of 
danger would come. A number of test calls are answered 
each day. The difficulty of securing volunteers for the warn- 
ing service at the Report Center made it necessary to secure 
coverage of this work elsewhere. The same service is main- 
tained. Calls from the Warning Center are received at the 
Public Library on Monday through Friday from 8 A. M. to 
6 P. M., and for the period from 6 P. M. to 8 A. M., daily and 
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24 hours on Saturday and Sunday at the home of the chair- 
man of the committee or Joseph M. Chandler, Deputy Chief 
Air Raid Warden, who assume these duties often for a 
period of several months continuously. 


WARNING SYSTEM 


In 1943 it had been planned to purchase a suitable warn- 

ing system which might have volume enough to be heard in 
all parts of the town. Investigation revealed that many 
manufacturers of this type of equipment had converted to 
other war work and the systems which seemed to meet the 
needs cost more than our total appropriation for the year, 
hence we were unable to purchase an alarm system. If it 
had been obtained it would be further desirable as a fire 
alarm systm after the war. No appropriation will be asked 
for this year. Our funds seem sufficient to meet anticipated 
needs and part of the available appropriation may be rec- 
ommended for transfer for war activities. 
Late in the year Dr. Alton L. Hurlburt who had been the 
active and efficient head of the Medical Division since the 
program was inaugurated here resigned when he was com- 
missioned in the U. S. Navy and detailed to active duty. Dr. 
S. Morris was named chairman of the division. | 


SPECIAL WORK 


Much special work of importance has been done by divi- 
sions of the committee during the year. These have included, 
salvage collections, maintenance of the service roll, records 
of those in the armed forces, public information and the - 
excellent job done in the fall when Christmas gifts were 
sent to each man and woman from the town in the armed 
forces. }

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Trustees of the East Bridgewater Public Library: 


I present herewith a summary of the activities of the 
library for the year 1943: 


To conserve fuel, the library was closed at 5 o’clock 
during the first part of the year. In the fall when notice 
was received that the library need not convert to coal, the 
closing hour was extended to 6 o’clock from Monday through 
Thursday and to 8 o’clock on Friday and Saturday evenings. 
While these hours made it necessary to observe the dimout 
regulations, it was felt that gasoline could be saved by 
having our evening hours correspond to the shopping hours 
in town. 


To meet gasoline rationing further, we allowed more 
books to be borrowed at a time and to be renewed for longer 
periods. During the summer when pleasure driving was 
prohibited, the circulation of books was greatly lessened. 
The library staff put in long hours in an endeavor to com- 
plete the re-cataloguing task that was begun in 1941. Over 
8000 books in the adult department have been re-catalogued 
and the re-cataloguing in the juvenile department is nearly 

completed. 


We tried to continue our usual activities. Story hours 
and a vacation book club for the young people were con: 
ducted by Mrs. Moorhouse, also special displays, climaxed by 
Book Week, were offered them. The morning hours con- 

tinued to be given to the high school pupils, and the Allen 
school pupils came directly to the library for their books 
every week. For the adults we borrowed 242 books. While 
our own library resources are good, we found that whether 
the borrower was planning a victory garden or studying 
post-war planning, he wanted the best and the newest 
books available. 
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Other activities were undertaken. The library staff 
assisted with rationing and at the report centre. In October, 
when it became increasingly difficult to secure volunteers 
for the report center, the library assumed the duty of re- 
ceiving the calls from the Brockton warning district from 
8 A.M.to6P.M. The second Victory Book campaign ended 
in 1948. We collected, sorted and boxed the books that were 
contributed. The Red Cross motor corps carried the boxes 
to the designated stations. 


The war called for extra effort from everyone the past 
year. In the library we worked willingly and unceasingly 
for those in the armed forces. We collected data for the 
service roll, filed and kept the address of each service man 
and woman up to date, and supervised the sending of ciga- 
rettes and candy to them for Christmas. A group of effi- 
cient volunteers aided us in securing these addresses, and 
the gifts were sent from the East Bridgewater citizens. 
Many letters and cards from our service men and women 
are on file in the library. 


The library received during the year donations of | 
books, magazines, magazine subscriptions, pictures and 
clippings. We acknowledge these gifts with thanks.

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AGE OF ADMISSION TO SCHOOL 


Any child who becomes six years of age on or before 
‘January first of the year following the term when he wishes 
to enter school may be admitted into the first grade, but 
in every case the admission of a child under six shall be 
dependent upon the fitness of the child to profit by the 
work of the school, such fitness of the child to be deter- 
mined by the Superintendent. Pupils under seven years 
of age who have not previously attended school shall not 
be permitted to enter later than thirty days after the open- 
ing of school in September. 


COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE LAW 
The following excerpts regarding school attendance 
have been taken from the “General Laws Relating to Educa-— 
tion” (1932 edition): Chapter 76—Section I. 


School Attendance Regulated 


Every child between seven and sixteen shall attend a 
public day school in the town where he resides or some other 
day school approved by the School Committee during the 
entire time the public schools are in session. The Superin- 
_tendent or teacher in’so far as authorized by him or by 
the School Committee, may excuse cases of necessary 
absence not exceeding seven day sessions or fourteen one- 
half day sessions in any part of six months. The School 
Committee of each town shall provide for and enforce the 
school attendance of all children actually residing therein 
in accordance herewith. 


| | Section II 


_ Duties of Parents as to School Attendance. Penalties 

Every person in control of a child described in the 
preceding section shall cause him to attend school as therein 
required, and, if he fails so to do for seven day sessions or 
fourteen one-half day sessions within any period of six 
months, he shall, on complaint by Supervisor of Attendance, 
be punished by a fine of not more than $20.00.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Members of the School Committee: 


I herewith respectfully submit my sixth annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools in this town. Again this year 
we find that war conditions are seriously affecting the 
educational system. Good teachers are becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to obtain, certain supplies to be used in the 
classes are unavailable, the right kind of fuel cannot be © 
obtained to heat some buildings, school attendance is very 
poor because students are working and sickness seems to 
be rampant. While these and numerous other conditions 
present difficulties, it should be the object of everyone to 
accept the hardships and do the best job possible under the 
circumstances. Our school department is trying to provide 
for “the right of every American child to a _ good 
education.” 


During the year many wartime activities have been 
carried on through the schools. We issued rationing books 
as requested by the authorities, have sold war stamps and 
-bonds in all schools, three of which have received citations 
from the Treasury Department because of the amount of 
sales. The students have had victory gardens, have raised 
animals to supply meat, and have supplied a lot of agricul- 
tural help. Our schools stand ready and willing to do all 
in their power to assist in the war effort. 


PERSONNEL 


During the year we have had more faculty changes 
than for many past years. This situation is almost certain 
to cause a number of difficulties even in normal times; 
however, we have been able to make these changes without | 
seriously handicapping anyone. This year I shall simply 
record the resignations and the reasons therefor. By re- — 
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ferring to the Teachers’ Directory, which appears later in 
this report, the reader can determine who was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. 


The commercial teacher, Miss Jean Jacobs, left to enter 
the Coast Guard Service. Anthony E. Tancreto, a teacher 
of science and mathematics, left to teach in some branch of 
the service. Miss Olga L. Sapp left to enter the Navy. Miss — 
Catherine J. Fiaherty resigned from her position as junior 
high school English teacher to teach in her home city of 
Portland, Maine. Miss Dorothea F. Smalley resigned from 
her position in household arts to become the 4H supervisor 
for Barnstable County. Miss Eleanor E. Aiken resigned as 
fifth grade teacher at the Allen School to teach in Somer- 
ville, her home city. Miss Margaret M. Giles resigned as 
first grade teacher at the Allen School to enter the Treasury 
Department in Washington, D.C. Robert Spencer resigned 
from his position as supervisor of music in order to take 
a more lucrative position in a defense industry. We were 
truly sorry to have these teachers leave us, but we wish 
them the very best of luck in their new positions. 


THE ELEMENTARY GRADES 


In past years much of my annual report has been devoted 
to the problems facing the upper grades. It has never been 
my intention to minimize the importance of the work in the 
lower grades. On the contrary, I believe that the entire 
educational attainment of an individual depends quite 
largely on the basic training obtained when he started school. 
I believe that much juvenile crime and hatred of school 
could be eliminated if certain changes were made in our 
elementary schools. The prevailing practice in most school 
systems is to have all children enter the first grade at 
school when they become approximately six years of age. 
This is true regardless of the mental ability of the child. 
In the first grade, the primary task is to teach children to 
read. Good educational theory indicates that children can 
be taught to read more easily and to better advantage when 
they have attained the mental age of approximately six 
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years. In any average group of thirty first grade children, 
their mental ages from around four to eight years. The im- 
mature child, or one with low mentality, is not ready to 
learn to read and consequently gets off to a very poor start. 
Regardless of how enterprising the teachers may be, she 
cannot care adequately for such a wide difference in abili- 
ties. Almost all the teaching materials to be used in the 
first grade are written for children of the six year level. 
Some of these materials must be as meaningless to some 
children as a futuristic painting would be to me. 


What are some possible results of this muddle? The ~ 
misplaced child attends school for a year without knowing 
what it is all about, and is then retained in the first grade 
for another year. The second year he should have a com- 
pletely different set of first grade books, but this isn’t pos- 
sible in many places. The child has to try to interest himself 
in second hand stories, and to break many bad habits formed — 
the first year. Consequently he is likely to become less and — 
less interested in school and lose a desire to learn to read. — 
When the child gets a bit older and these conditions become a 
acute, then he is ready to derive his pleasures in out-of- 
school ventures. He may become a truant, which is one of — 
the first steps usually taken by the juvenile criminal. 


I believe that the public schools could avoid many of 
these difficulties by instituting a farsighted program. I ~ 
would like to make a few recommendations which I think 
would enable East Bridgewater to have such an educational — 
system. First, I would like to have children enter school ~ 
on the basis of mental age rather than chronological age. 
Second, I would like to obtain the very best teachers possible — 
for the lower grades, and pay them the samé salary as that — 
paid to teachers in the higher grades. This would mean 
that the first grade teacher should be as well trained and as ~ 
capable as the upper grade teachers. If any distinction 
should be made, it should be in favor of the lower grade — 
teachers. The public should look at this teacher appoint- — 
ment business not in terms of an individual wanting a job, — 
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but instead in behalf of the children to be educated. Third, 
I recommend that the town proceed with the ‘elementary 


_school construction program which was halted when the 


war started. In this building program, I would like to see 
the town build a school with rooms enough in it so that the 
first grade teachers would not have over twenty pupils per 
teacher. It is far wiser to err by having too few pupils per 
teacher rather than too many. Unless the new building is 
constructed with the policy of small classes in mind, it is 
likely that too few rooms will be provided. A part of the 
building program should include adequate play facilities 
both inside and outside of the building. 


GUIDANCE 


The guidance in the senior high school is being handled 
most capably by Miss Ellen M. Shea. It is largely through 
her efforts that we now have adequate information on the 
interests and out-of-class abilities of each student to make 
impartial judgments and give impartial advice. Much of 
this information is accepted at face value by the armed 
forces. The following report from Miss Shea describes the 


- Guidance program at length: 


“The past year has been one of unusual activity in the 


field of guidance. The demands made by the war have 
greatly increased the activities of our department. We 
_ have tried to carry out the high school testing programs in- 


stituted by the army and navy in order that our senior boys 
might have every possible opportunity of being tested for 
the college training programs offered by the government. 


Normally the guidance work for grades nine through 
twelve develops along the following lines: 


1. Educational counséling to help the undergraduates 


select their courses of study and to help the seniors prepare 
for college entrance. 


2. Vocational counseling to help the students find out 
what work they can do best and how they can find places 
for themselves in their chosen vocations. 
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3. Personal counseling to help students adjust them- 
selves socially. 


4. Placement work through which students are placed 
in part-time jobs, in many cases leading to full-time posi- 
tions after graduation. 


During the last year we have attempted a new testing 
program. We have administered the Kuder Preference Test 
for Vocations and the Otis Intelligence Test to all the 
seniors. Before the end of the present school year, we hope 
to give those tests to all the students in high school. The 
more of this testing we are able to do, the | more seen 
will be our counseling. 


Last winter East Bridgewater High School was selected 


by the Massachusetts State Department of Education as one — 


of the fifteen high schools in the state whose guidance 


directors were invited to form a committee of State Con-. q 


sultants in Guidance. This committee, working with Mr. 


Walter Downey, our former commissioner of education, ar- 


ranged a “Pupil War Inventory Blank’ to be used in the 


guidance work of the high schools of Massachusetts. This ~ 
card, filled out by means of individual interviews with each 


pupil, provides a summary of that pupil’s academic, social, 
and character development throughout the four years of 

his high school career. During the last week of August this — 
committee of State Consultants served as the staff of a 
Workshop in Guidance which was held at the Massachusetts 
School of Art in Boston. This workshop was attended by 


guidance directors from the whole New England area, and ~ 


had as its purpose, the discussion of war-time guidance prob- 
lems in general and the use of the Massachusetts Pupil War ~ 
Inventory Plan in particular. East Bridgewater was one 
of the first schools in the state to use this inventory card. 
Recently a federal law has been passed which requires that 
every boy entering the armed services must present one of 
these educational summary cards at the induction center. 
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We are very grateful for the use of the office on the 
second floor of the high school for our guidance work. This 
-~provides an excellent place for individual pupil conferences. 
A great deal of vocational guidance material and the various 
college catalogues are kept in this office. At present we are 
compiling a guidance filing system in which each high 
school student is to have an individual folder containing his 
school records, Kuder test, Otis intelligence test, and pupil 
war inventory blank. These records provide a complete 
high school history of each pupil. This may be used in 
counseling the pupil, particularly in helping him to formulate 
educational or vocational plans. The placement records are 
also kept on file in this office. 


We wish to express our most sincere thanks to our 
superintendent and to the members of the school committee 
for the privilege of experimenting in the development of our 
guidance program. . Some of the units of work and courses 
of study that originated in our department are now uSed as 
working models in junior and senior high schools through- 
out Massachusetts.” 


PENMANSHIP 


For many years we have been trying to improve the 
penmanship of our students in every grade, but no great 
gains could be noticed. This year we have employed Mr. 
William L. Rinehardt to institute the Rinehardt Functional 
System of Penmanship. This is a complete supervisory pro- 
- gram which has been adopted by approximately sixty school 
systems in New England. While the system was not started 
until September, we can already notice a marked improve- 
ment in the penmanship of many pupils. 


SHOP 


During the past year we have experienced considerable 
difficulty in obtainjng some materials which were badly 
needed. Some of these difficulties appear to be subsiding, 
others have disappeared entirely. A goodly number of boys 
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in grades seven through twelve appear to enjoy their shop _ 


work, and many worthwhile projects are being developed. 
Mr. Philip N. Center, the shop teacher, has submitted the 
following report and recommendations: 


“Ror the past year the boys in the shop classes have 
been doing volunteer work for the Junior Red Cross. The 
materials are all furnished and paid for by the Red Cross. 


Many projects have been made, such as: occupation ta- 
bles, bookcases, smoking stands, cribbage boards, and vari- 
ous kinds of games. Boys who desire to make their own 
projects are always permitted to do so. 3 


I recommend that a new circular saw be installed in the — 
shop, as the one which is now in operation is becoming obso- 
lete. It is also reeemmended that the students should have 
individual benches.” 


HOUSEHOLD ARTS 


Miss Helen E. Kelley teaches this subject to the girls in ~ 
grade seven, and Miss Kathryn M. Stone teaches it to those 
in grades eight through twelve. Miss Stone is also man- ~ 


ager of the school lunchroom. The early courses are inter- a 
ested largely in cooking and sewing, but the course for the 


seniors is much broader in scope. Here the girls are taught 


home management, home nursing, child care, and consumer — 


buying as it applies to the home. The following report of — 
Miss Stone gives a more detailed account of this depart- — 
ment: | 


“The wartime theme has entered all of our divisions of — 
Home Economics in this, our second year of war. Our | 
foods and clothing classes, our cafeteria and nursery school 
have all been affected. 


From the beginning, in our foods classes, emphasis has 
been placed on the preparation of- meals designed to be nu- — 
tritionally adequate and appetizing in spite of rationing. 
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Keeping these points in mind, the students have planned, 
prepared, and served “wartime meals.” 


_ In clothing classes our main project has been making 
over garments or repairing clothing. Red Cross sewing has 
also been introduced into the classroom. This is sponsored 
by our new Junior Red Cross unit in the High School. 


Very recently the cafeteria has been forced to raise the 
prices of most of the food sold. Although our lunchroom is 
a non-profit organization, a general rise in prices has neces- 
sitated this change. Upon recommendation of the school 
board, it was decided that a fixed price, 10 cents, would be 
set for hot lunches. This has enabled the department to 
serve more nutritious and satisfying meals. Since many 
children have both parents working in war jobs, it is hoped 
that more of the pupils will partake of the hot lunches pro- 
vided especially for their benefit. 


The Home Nursing course offered to junior and senior 
girls has been made a standard Red Cross course. With the 
help of the school nurse, Miss Ruth G. Evans, a thorough 
course of study in home nursing methods is being given. 
This will enable the girls to receive their official Red Cross 
certificate for home nursing if they pass the course with a 
grade of 70 or above. 


Because the Home Nursing course has necessarily been 
more detailed this year, the child care unit including the 
nursery school will be delayed until Spring. It is believed 
that full attendance in a nursery school is almost impossible 
for small children during the winter months. Thus for the 
sake of the children’s health, the nursery school will be 
open only in the warmer weather. 


There are several recommendations which, if followed, 
would greatly SR the efficiency of our department. 


1. Double eee would provide ample time for pupils 
: to complete a project in foods classes, It is almost impos- 
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sible for students in one period of forty minutes to prepare 
food and take care of their equipment. The amount of sew- 
ing done in the same number of class hours would be in- 
creased if double periods were used. Home Nursing demon- 
strations would also prove more effective under a double 
period system. 


2. Instead of teaching foods one-half year and sewing 
one-half year, each subject should be taught for one full 
school year. This would make it impossible for students 
to be placed in advanced classes without having had the 
fundamental training to enable them to meet the require- 
ments of the class. 


It is with these recommendations in mind that we hope 
to improve our future classes.” 


MUSIC 


Mr. Sarkis Kurkjian, our new Music Supervisor, is car- 
rying on the musical program in all our schools as com- 
pletely as conditions will permit. Music in the elementary 
grades has not been seriously affected, except for those 
pupils who would like to take instrumental lessons. In the 
senior-junior high school we have had to change the pro- 
gram considerably. Because so many students are working, 
we have found it necessary to have our school band rehearse 
within the school session and the junior band has had to 
meet immediately at the close of school. The boys in the 
senior high school have shown so little interest in singing 
that their glee club has had to be discontinued. It is our 
hope that we may be able to renew our old arrangements at 
the earliest possible moment. The following report of the 


Music Supervisor gives a more detailed account of this — 


department: 


“The activity of the Music Department consists in the 
training and participation of students in vocal and instru- 
mental music, 
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Vocal training begins in the first grade where pitch and 
tone discrimination is started and continues in a systematic 
~ procedure through the sixth grade where the ability to read 
adequately and to sing music of more than one part has been 
acquired. In the Junior High grades the theoretical work is 
mostly in the form of review, with a greater portion of the 
available time devoted to the performance of a type of music 
that is of interest and yet is of worthwhile calibre. This 
year the Department has acquired the necessary textbooks 
to complete a unified series in each of the grade schools. 
Emphasis is being placed on the development of reading 
ability in the grades since it is here that the foundation is 
laid for ability and interest is instilled for participation in 
music in later.years, whether around the piano at home or 
in a solo chair of a symphony orchestra. 


The girls’ chorus of 45 High School students has pre- 
sented a group of selections in the Christmas program and 
has as its purpose the singing of fine choral works from the 
field of musical comedy to music of the church. 


The instrumental program is in three main divisions. 
Pre-band instruction, junior and senior bands. Another 
organization connected with the music department is the 
drum majorettes and a group for training in baton twirling. 
Provision is made for instrumental training for all children 
above the third grade who desire it and for whom instru- 
ments are available. In pre-band training there are four 
groups—elementary and intermediate in both brass and 
woodwind instruments. These groups meet after school 
Wednesdays and Thursdays. 


The junior band is composed of pupils who have reached 
the intermediate level and provides them the opportunity 
to acquire the fundamentals of group-playing. Its primary 
purpose is to develop replacements for the senior band. 


The senior band has a membership of 45, of whom more 
than a third are new recruits. It has taken part in the 
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Armistice Day parade and four members of the brass choir 
have presented a Christmas program in the three grade 
schools. A selected group is now preparing for performance 
at the basketball games. The senior band is handicapped 
to a great extent by war-time curtailment of contests and 
festivals. It is the opinion of the present director that these 
out-of-town activities offer a great incentive toward the 
building and maintaining of a fine band.” 


ART . 

The art department has been affected least of all by 
our changed conditions. The countryside is still as beautiful 
as ever and the seasons still provide inspiration for art. 
The volunteer art class at the senior high school has had to 
be discontinued because most of the students work after 
school. By reading the report of the Art Supervisor, a more 
thorough report of this department may be obtained: 


“In directing the art education in the schools of East 
Bridgewater, I have tried to present art as a source of in- 
spiration for better living. If art can be taught so as to ~ 
develop the capacity for the enjoyment of the beautiful to 
its fullest in every individual, then art education, I believe, 
does open the way to richer experiences and to better living. 


In the first three years the greatest stress is upon self- 
expression through illustration and construction. The course 
of study is meant to stimulate thought on the part of the 
child. Thoughts of himself, home and school. The second 
and third grades have shown progress in initiative and con- 
fidence in expressing their own thoughts, emotions and ex- 
periences. The guidance, inspiration and encouragement of 
previous teaching has resulted in a joyous and eager re- 
sponse to picture familiar impressions and memories. 


Grades four, five, and six have enlarged their picture 
vocabulary by thinking more clearly about what they see 
and feel. In these grades I hope to develop a simple, clear, 
orderly interpretation of their impressions and experiences. 
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In illustrating history and geography scenes, there is little 
value in copying pictures from textbooks. The value lies in 
’ building mental pictures from word descriptions not illus- 
trated in the book. If the child cannot draw or explain 
clearly his idea of Iceland or Sahara, the chances are that 
the words mean little to him. Drawing reveals the child’s 
state of mind, be it orderly or disorderly, clear or befogged. 


In grades four, five and six, the change from hard 
crayon to soft brush and water color result in the pupil 
expressing his ideas with more deliberate control of hand 
and eye and call for constant judgment. Visual judgment is 
the power to seek to develop. Direct brush drawing and 
painting do develop visual judgment. 


The Christmas illustrations did show an increased skill 
in manipulating the brush and color as well as thought and 
visual judgment. 


In junior high school the art work continued of the 
creative type. Increased skill in drawing and painting is 
expected. An appreciation and recognition of orderly ar- 
rangement, balance and fine spacing is emphasized. Train- 
ing is given in gathering data from pictures for illustrating 
a given theme and to produce a result artistically good. 
Training to make pleasing color harmonies. Ability to print 
and to fit several words into a given space. To express ideas 
with directness and with such beauty of color and pattern 
as the pupil is able to achieve. 


With the knowledge of order comes a recognition and 
love of beauty and the creating of a design or a picture must 
give a thrill of pleasure or our teaching can scarcely be 
called art education. 


Fine emotions, like muscles and brains, develop through — 
exercise. The joy which comes from creating and sharing 
beauty may help to keep a pupil’s heart in his school work. 
It is this pleasure, pride and joy of creating an orderly ar- 
rangement that I want to encourage during the coming 
year.” | ; 
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This department is one of the most important in our 
entire system under present conditions. When young people 
are forced to live under a nervous strain and do unusual 
amounts of work outside of school, their health is certain 
to show the results. Many parents are working and are 
relying on the children to prepare their own meals, others 
are unable to provide proper night care for children. The 
open winter may be another cause of the extent -of sickness. 
All these things have placed an unusually heavy burden on 
Miss Evans, our school nurse. The activities of the Health 
Department are many and all are of vital importance. I 
recommend the careful reading of the nurse’s report which 
follows: | 


“T start this report by stating the most outstanding 
accomplishment of the year. In previous years, children 
entering the first grade have been examined either by their 
family physician or by Dr. F. H. Harris at the Baby Clinic 
sponsored by the E. B. Public Health Nursing Association. 
In some instances, this has deprived the clinic of their right- 
fult duty toward the babies, so this year another way was 
found. Through the combined efforts of Dr. Hurlburt, the 
school physician; Dr. Fraser, the school dentist; Mrs. Keith, 
the Public Health nurse; teachers, parents, and myself 92 
per cent. of the children entering the first grade for the 
first time were registered, weighed and measured, teeth were 
examined, and a physical examination was made. Results 
showed that only a few needed removal of tonsils and the 
correction of dental defects, while the majority of the chil- 
dren were physically ready to begin their school life. Plans 
are underway to repeat this procedure again this June. 


In order for the young child to benefit from the first 
year’s teaching, mental readiness, as well as physical fitness 
is necessary. Unless a child is mentally ready to begin 
school life, the child becomes inattentive, loses interest and 
quite frequently becomes a disciplinary problem. To avoid 
the formation of these undesirable habits, which are apt 
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to remain with the child throughout his entire school life, 


I believe a mental aptitude test should be given to all chil- 
- dren entering the first grade.

Assistance was given Dr. Hurlburt in his annual ex- 
amination of the children, which revealed fewer defects than 
in previous years. This shows the value of the careful 
check-up given the children before entering school and the 
advisability of the correction of existing defects at that 
time. 


Dental defects were found by Dr. Fraser in his annual 
dental examination. During the school year 1942-1948, 118 
children children made 335 visits to 28 clinics and the fol- 
lowing was accomplished: : 


Cleanings 121 
Temporary Fillings 57 
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Permanent Fillings 136 
Extractions 48 


At the close of the school year, records showed that approxi- 
mately 65 per cent. of the pupils in the elementary grades 
had a complete dental correction. Dental clinics will con- 
tinue as usual for the first three grades this year. 


During the winter, srping and fall, records show that 
communicable disease was slightly higher than last year, 
with 4 cases of whooping cough, 24 case of chicken pox, 163 
cases of german measles, 2 cases of mumps and 19 cases of 
searlet fever. Although there has been an increase in the 
incidence of scarlet fever among the school children this 
fall and winter, all cases have been mild and have shown no ~ 
serious complications. 


Plymouth County Health Association has discontinued 
the use of the audiometer for the testing of hearing. If this 
accurate testing is to continue, it will necessitate the pur- 
chase of the necessary equipment. Miss Gibson, a lip read- 
ing instructor from Brockton, returned for his sixth con- 
secutive year and conducted classes twice a week for three 
high school pupils with hearing defects. 


At the annual diphtheria immunization clinic, 8 school 
and 63 pre-school children were given the immunization 
treatments. This is a very important health activity and 
will be conducted again this spring. 


Dr. Atkinson and Miss Bellew from the Massachusetts 
State Department of Mental Health returned and examined 
several children recommended for this examination by the 
teachers. At a conference held with the teachers, she was 
able to interpret her findings and in several cases she in- 
terviewed the parents and gave them a great deal of as- 


_ gistance. 


The need of student nurses in our hospitals for replac- 
ing the great number now in the armed forces was heeded. 
Mrs. Delight Jones of Fall River, Chairman of the Nurse 
Recruiting Committee spoke to all the High School girls 
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about requirements and advantages of a nurse’s training. 
Several interested girls visited the Quincy City Hospital, 
obtaining first hand and valuable information by a visit 
through the hospital and in interviews with the nurses. 
Three of last year’s graduates are now enrolled in the Nurse’s 
Cadet Corp and are very happy in their chosen profession. 


This fall, in co-operation with the Household Arts 
teacher, the Standard Red Cross Home Nursing Course was 
introduced in the High school for the first time. This has 
necessitated an interruption in my regular routine work for 
the necessary teaching and demonstrations. If the course 
is satisfactorily completed, the girls will receive a Red Cross 
Home Nursing Certificate. A similar course was given to 
an adult class of 24 last spring. 


Regardless of war, food rationing, etc., the health of the 
school children still remains fairly good. There is a tendency 
of listlessness and lack of energy ‘among some of the high 
school students, which I believe can be traced to the student’s 
desire to work and carry on their regular educational 
achievements. Too much work, not enough sleep and a lack 
of proper food is poor insurance for good health. As their 
education is paramount, this condition should be watched 
carefully by the parents and every possible advantage given 
to the growing boy and girl to improve his or her health 
standards. 


Inclosing this report I wish to express my appreciation 
of co-operation received from the superintendent, the teach- 
ers, the parents, and the children of Hast Bridgewater.” 


PROPERTY AND FINANCES 


We have been able to maintain our buildings satisfac- 
torily because we had in stock a number of materials which 
we could not have obtained. Our janitors are to be con- 
gratulated for their fine attitude in the care of our property. 
As things now appear, it will be unnecessary for us to make 
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any major repairs on any of the buildings in 1944. The 
townspeople should keep the old Allen School in mind. It 
does not meet the needs today any more than it did two or 
three years ago. It is as much of a potential source of dan- 
ger now as it was after the repairs were made. The safety 
of the repairs were not guaranteed indefinitely and the 
town should proceed with plans to rectify this condition. 
Cities and towns are being urged to prepare public works 
projects which will provide labor for those who will need 
employment in the transition period at the close of this war. 
What better public works project could this town provide 
than the building of a new elementary school building? 


During the course of the year, the town received a total 
of $6,912.40 as reimbursement from the State and the City 
of Boston; also, the sum of $230.00 which was spent for the 
new grates in the boiler at the High School came from the 
1942 budget. This means that the net cost of the schools 
was $63,452.77. We returned a balance of $2,017.83 from the 
1943 budget. This was possible because the heating prob- 
lem at the High School did not cause us as much difficulty 
as we had anticipated. 


CONCLUSION 


First and foremost, I want to thank the teachers for 
their co-operation in these critical times. I hope the towns- 
people appreciate our teachers and I hope that our children 
will show the teachers the respect which is due them. Many 
people fail to give credit to all who are deserving of it under 
present circumstances. The glamor of a uniform, the larger 
salary check, the freedom from cares are all things which 
appeal in various ways. Certainly our teachers are not stay- 
ing in their positions for any of these things. ‘We, too, 
have a job to do” could very well be the motto of the teach- 
ers. If many more leave the profession, society may be in 
for some bad times. I hope that our teachers may see their 
way clear to stay on their jobs. 
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I wish to thank the townspeople for their apparent un- 
derstanding of many of our difficulties. As long as we have 
your confidence, we can continue to do our part to see this 
thing through together. 


Finally, I wish to thank the school committee for their 
friendship and understanding. It is a pleasure to work with 
and for you.

Th polls were declared open and ready for voting at 8:00 
o'clock A. M. The absentee ballots together with the appli- 
cations filed with the Town Clerk were examined to see if all 
were qualified voters and found to be in order. 


The counting of ballots was ordered to commence at 
10:15 A. M. After the voting closed at 8:00 P. M. the 
absentee ballots were cast separately, announcing each name 
at the check list ‘at the entrance and again at the check list 
at the ballot box, on both registered and unregistered vot- 
ers’ lists. Ninety-nine (99) such ballots were cast, seventy- 
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five (75) official war ballots, one (1) federal war ballot, and 
twenty-three (23) official absentee ballots. Two official war 
ballots and one federal ballot were found to be incorrect by 
the Tellers and consequently could not be cast. 


The check lists at the entrance and at the ballot box 
including five (5) voting certificates issued by the Board of | 
Registrars, together with the unregistered voters checked 
with the ballot box, reading seventeen hundred seventy- 
seven (1777). 


The total vote registered for Electors of President and 
Vice-President was 1,777, including one federal war ballot, — 
making the total vote of State offices 1,776 minus said ballot.

LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Sec. 8. Physicians and midwives shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which 
they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the birth occurred, a notice 
stating the date and place of the birth, giving the street 
number if any, color and the family name. They shall 
within fifteen days after the birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the birth 


occurred, a report of the birth, stating the date and place — 


the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the 
names, ages, places of birth, occupations and residences 
of the parents, giving the street number, if there be any, 
and the number of the ward in a city, the maiden name of 
the mother, if the full return is not made within forty-eight 
hours. 

The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. A physician or mid- 
wife who neglects to report each birth within forty-eight 
hours or fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense for- 
feit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. | 

Sec. 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the clerk of the city or town in which child is born. 


The facts required for record, as stated in section 3, 


shall, so far as known or obtainable be included in every — 


notice given under the provision of this section. 


Sec. 8. A parent, or other persons who, by Section — 
6, is required to give, or cause to be given, notice of a birth — 


or death, who neglects to do so for ten days after the time 
limited therefor, shall forfeit not more than five dollars 
for each offence. 


Sec. 24. The Town Clerk will furnish blanks for 
returns of births to parents, householders, physicians and |

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Report of Board of Selectmen 


The activities of the Board of Selectmen during the 
past year, with a few important exceptions, have been con- 
fined to routine matters of administration. 


At the first meeting the matter of appointing a new 
Chief of Police was discussed. For the next two weeks the 
Board investigated the applicant who was later appointed 
for the year commencing April 1, 1944. 


We feel that the Town was fortunate in securing the 
services of Myron H. Hayden to fill the position. A former 
State Police officer and chief of the Carver police, Mr. 
Hayden has a broad knowledge of police duties and the 
ability to organize the same. He has installed a complete 
system of tabulated reports on all cases handled by his 
department which should be of increasing value as informa- 
tion is added. 


Early in July the Town was shocked to learn of the 
sudden passing of Town Auditor Lester R. Fisher. In the 
appointment by the Board of Selectmen of his son, L. Robert 
Fisher Jr. to fill the balance of the term of office the town 
has secured a man trained in the accounting profession who 
has capably carried the work on without interruption. 


During the summer a request was received from the 
State Veterans Re-Habilitation and Re-Employment Com- 
mittee that the Town establish a committee to aid returning 
_ veterans of World War II. 


A committee was appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
and several organization meetings have been held. It is 
called the East Bridgewater Service Men’s Committee. 


Town Clerk George Frahar was elected chairman and 
members include representatives of the legal and medical 
professions, the local banks, the Grange, the local churches, 
the vocational guidance department at the high school, the 
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Soldiers’ Relief Agent, three women to aid in preparing the 
records, local business men for the re-employment division 
together with the Board of Selectmen. ) 


The functions of this Committee will be to aid returning 
veterans to re-establish themselves in civilian life and to se- 
cure any vocational aid or benefits to which they may be 
entitled under laws which have been or may later be enacted. 


Each returning veteran will receive a letter outlining 
the work the committee is set up to do for them. An im- 
portant feature will be an offer to make a photostatie copy 
of each veterans discharge papers to be kept in the Town 
Clerk’s files. The value of this cannot be too strongly ex- 
pressed as discharge papers can easily be lost or mislaid and 
copies may be necessary in securing pensions or other pete 
efits in years to come. 


One of the most widely discussed and most frequently 
mis-understood provisions of the Servicemen’s Re-Adjust- 
ment Act commonly known as the G-I Bill of Rights deals 
with Federal loans for the purchase of homes and farms. 
The committee members from the two local banks and the 
Grange are well informed on this section of the law and 
should be of material assistance to veterans desiring this 
information. 


New construction work under Chapter 90 is still pro- 
hibited due to war condition. Your Board recommends an 
appropriation of $1,500.00 for Chapter 90 maintenance work — 
to be spent for this purpose in conjunction with State and 
County funds. 


We feel that mention should be made in this report of # 


the excellent work performed by the regular and Auxiliary 
Police and the East Bridgewater Company, Massachusetts 


State Guard who were called for duty during the September : | 


‘hurricane. Fallen trees and wires created dangerous con- 
ditions in several places and as soon as reports were received 
by Police Chief Hayden a man was dispatched for traffic 
duty until the hazard was removed. This emergency de-_ 
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monstrated the value of having available a group of men 
trained to act at such a time. 


The fire department continues at a high state of effi- 
-cliency under the leadership of Chief Maurice F. Hennessey 
who was re-appointed by the Board for the fifth year. 
Buildings and equipment have been improved and added to 
and the morale of the department is excellent. 


With restrictions on all new construction due to the 
war we must forego any definite plans for this type of work 
for the town. For the past two years a sum has been voted 
to be taken from available funds in the treasury for the pur- 
chase of war bonds to provide a fund for post war construc- 
- tion work. This fund now totals $45,000 and it is recom- 
mended that an additional sum be voted this year to add to 
the fund. 


Plans have been made by the Board to appoint a com- 
mittee to study projects which may be presented by differ- 
ent town departments for post war construction work. This 
work will have the dual purpose of providing employment 
and giving the town the benefit of useful and necessary im- 
provements. 


During the past year it has not been necessary to bor- 
row any money as available funds were sufficient to carry 
on the town’s business. The balance of the fire equipment 
loan is due this year and the balance of the Allen School re- 
pair loan will be paid in 1946. After this payment the only 
outstanding indebtedness will be for the high school addi- 
tion, the last payment on which is due in 1955. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the coopera- 
tion of all town departments in our work during the past 
year.

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HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE 


This year we have widened several streets with tar 
mixture on shoulders and shaped up badly worn old surface 
roads. We have used several tons of mix for this purpose to 
put them in first class condition. 


- Our gravel roads have been graded and new gravel 
used where necessary to make such roads passable to the 
best of our ability. There have been several guard rails 
repaired and painted to quite a considerable expense. We 
have built 3 catch basin culverts and laid 1,120 feet of 12” 
concrete tile on Central Street to take care of surface drain- 
age. 


Special appropriation 6 repair Bunine Street Bridge 
was put out at contract. 


STREET OILING 


Our sealcoating, or street oiling, has been quite exten- 
sive. We have sealcoated Central Street from Town Hall to 
Washington St., from Washington St., part of Central and 
Cedar Sts., to South Hanson Line; penetrated Walnut St. 
and sealcoated same; penetrated Bridge St. from Plymout 
St. to Crescent St.; continued sealcoating from Crescent St. 
to Central St.; sealcoated Crescent St. to Washington St., 
Chestnut St. from Bridge to Central St.; sealcoated South 
St. from Plymouth St. to Pond St., Laurel St. from West 
Union St. to West St. We have also sealcoated Thatcher St. 
from Summer St. to the Brockton Line, and penetrated and 
sealcoated Pond St. from Robbins Pond Bridge to Halifax 
Line. 


SIDEWALKS 
We had $1,000.00 appropriated for sidewalks which was 
spent on Central St. from Bedford St. to the residence of 
Mrs. Edward Hobart estate and North Central St. from 
Pearl St. to the residence of Ralph Jones; also Plymouth St. 
from Carver Cotton Gin to the Satucket Garage. This work 
being done with an asphalt mixture. 
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Our road materials this year having been more expen- 
sive than in previous years has prevented us from accom- 
plishing more.

R. R. Crossing to the Town Hall. Sealcoated Washington St.

Two cases were hospitalized. $78.00 was paid to another 
town for aid to a person with an East Bridgewater settle- 
ment residing in that town. 


The town was reimbursed in the amount of $1,747.39 | 


from the Commonwealth, $479.67 from other towns and 
$31.50 from individuals. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


During 1944, 14 cases consisting of 58 persons were 
aided. There were 11 cases on the roll, January 1, 1944, and 
at the end of the year 9 cases made up of 40 persons were 
being carried. Two new cases were accepted, 1 reopened and 

5 cases were closed during the year. 


These cases received $9,753.10 in cash grants and addi- 
tional sums amounting to $393.95 for medical care, $98.00 
for dental work and $159.09 for hospital expenses. 


The Federal Government contributed $2,736.01 and 
$3,555.79 was received from the Commonwealth. 


Old Age Assistance 
The year began with 80 cases on the rolls and at the 
end of the year there were also 80 active cases. During the 
year, 92 individuals received Old Age Assistance. Sixteen 
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new applications were received, 10 of which were granted 
assistance and 2 cases were reopened. Twelve cases were 
closed during the year. 


These 92 persons received regular cash grants totaling 
$31,256.58. In addition they received $1,342.77 medical care, 
$478.80 for hospitalization, $20.75 for glasses, $55.00 for 
ambulance hire and $60.00 for special services. $100 was 
paid toward burials. 


There were 14 East Bridgewater cases residing in other 
towns, for whose care these towns were paid $1,100.50. 


$15,903.97 was received from Federal Funds. 
$14,099.98 from the Commonwealth and $1,169.53 from 
other towns. 


A Recovery Account was set up for money received 
from individuals receiving Old Age payments. $72.62 was 
received in this account and the Commonwealth was reim- 
bursed from it in the amount of $48.41. 


The past year has been a difficult one for this depart- 
ment in view of the major changes in the Old Age Assistance 
law. For this reason, particularly, we were gratified to 
receive from the State Department of Public Welfare a letter 
of commendation for the Boards’ administration of the 
various public assistance programs.

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Report of Cornittes on Public Safety 


Progressive victories by the armed forces since our 
last annual report has reduced markedly the possibility of 
an invasion or attack on the home front. Civilian defense 
forces therefore have been ordered maintained at the alert 
stage. 


This has been true during most of the year. No drills 
or schools were held during 1944. The various services are 


expected to be maintained for the duration, ready for any 


emergency for which they were trained. The report center 
was closed during the year. 


Many functions are and may be maintained by the 
committee. A V-Day committee has been authorized and 
also a committee to consider proposals for: the proper rec- 
ognition of the services of the servicemen when they return 
to their homes after the cessation of hostilities. 


One of the most vital services of the committee at pres- 
ent is that being performed by the war information division 
of the committee. This service deals with matters affect- 
ing our servicemen and the division is composed of members 
of the staff of the Public Library with Mrs. Ethel B. Chan- 
dler as chairman. Members of this division have performed 
outstanding work faithfully and efficiently. Their work 
includes, maintenance of the service roll which now has over 
four hundred names, personnel records of those in the 
armed forces, mailing list, publication of the service paper 


and the work of mailing Christmas packages to all in serv- 


ice again this year. A number of volunteers aided in the 
Christmas mailing work. 


Some salvage collections were made in 1944. It is 
hoped that this year collections may be made on a more ‘defi- 
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nite schedule of a town-wide collection to be held every two 
or three months, especially for paper. 


The town service roll is printed in the report this year 
with 403 names listed up to the time of printing the annual 
report. This year the town pays tribute to eleven residents 
listed as killed in action and six reported as missing in 
action. |

Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I present herewith the annual report of the East Bridge- 
water Public Library for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


Many times this year I have been reminded of the 
Queen’s reply to Alice, “Why, sometimes I’ve believed as 
many as six impossible things before breakfast.” So many 
of our plans have been fulfilled, and so much of our program 
has been smoothed out that at last I believe the library to be 
functioning to its capacity. Utilization has been made of all 
space in the building, the project to recatalog and reclassify 
the non-fiction has been completed, the work with the schools 
is running smoothly and our community contacts are increas- 
ing. 


Although the ground work has been laid, there are con- 
tinued improvements to be made. The newly made rooms in 
the basement and tower are merely partitioned. The brick 
walls are still to be covered and painted and the floors fin- 
ished. Two book stacks have been in very poor condition 
for several years and must be replaced. With the non-fiction 
inventory completed, it is planned to inventory the fiction 
this coming summer. 


The activities in the children’s department always add 
color to our library work. Book Week, story hours and holi- 
days are all very special occasions, and many new young 
readers began to date their calendars by these events. The 
summer reading club culminated in a party at the library for 
the enthusiastic members. 


The staff of the library has continued to make its war 
effort a major accomplishment of the year. Acting as the 
War Information ‘Division of the Public Safety Committee, 
many special as well as regular tasks have been performed. 


The service roll has now grown to slightly over 400 names of 
local men and women in the armed forces. This number fills 
the original service roll and the additional wing for new 
names has been ordered. A complete record of each person 
in the service is our goal. 


During the year we printed and mailed the editions of 
the service paper. For Christmas, with the aid of capable 
volunteers, cigarettes or chocolates were mailed to each 
person in service. In order to send this mail we maintain 
a file of mail addresses of all townspeople in the armed 
forces. 


This year has brought us many gifts of books, maga- 
zines, and reference material. In these war years when book 
format is very poor, we are especially grateful to the donors. 
We are also very grateful to those who so willingly assisted 
us with the Christmas packages. 


For the library staff, and for myself, I express apprecia- 
tion to the Trustees for their interest and co-operation.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1943, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receivitig or disbursing money for the town, or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked 
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and verified by comparison with the books kept by the 
accounting officer. The recorded receipts were compared 
with the treasurer’s books and with the records of the 
several departments collecting money for the town or com- 
mittings bills for collection. The records of disbursements 
were checked with the treasury warrants and with the pay- 
ments as shown by the treasurer’s books. 


The general and appropriation ledgers were analyzed, 
the appropriations and transfers as recorded were checked 
with the town clerk’s record of town meetings and with the 
records of the finance committee, the necessary adjusting 
entries resulting from the audit of the several departments — 
were made, a trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town on December 31, 1948. This 
balance sheet indicates that the financial condition of the 
town is very good. 


The books and accounts in the treasurer’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and compared with the records in the several 
departments in which money was collected by the town, and 
with the other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The disbursements were checked with the 
warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The footings of the cash book were verified and the 
cash balance on January 24, 1944, was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of 
deposit. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and 
checked with the cancelled securities on file. | 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 7 


investment of the trust and investment funds were examined 
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and listed, the income being proved and the transfers to the 
town being verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by 
the town were examined and listed. The taxes transferred 
by the collector were proved, the reported redemptions and 
sales were checked with the treasurer’s receipts, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax, departmental, 
and water accounts outstanding according to the previous 
examination and the subsequent commitments were audited 
and proved to the warrants issued for their collection. The 
recorded receipts were checked with the payments to the 
town treasurer, the abatements were compared with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant them, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the respective controlling accounts in the ledger. 


The outstanding tax, departmental, and water accounts 
were verified by mailing notices to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received it appears that the ac- 
counts, as listed, are correct. 


The efficient and accurate manner in which the work of 
the town collector has been performed is worthy of com- 
mendation. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the se- 
lectmen, town clerk, and the health department were exa- 
mined and checked, and the payments to the State and to 
the town treasurer were verified. 


The surety bonds of the financial officials required by 
law to furnish them were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures, and 
of all other departments collecting money for the town or 
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committing bills for collection were examined and reconciled 
with the town treasurer’s receipts and the records of the 
accounting officer. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax 
title, departmental, and water accounts, together with tables 
showing the condition and transactions of the trust and in- 
vestment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from all the officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Members of the School Committee: 


It is with pleasure that I present my seventh annual 
report as your superintendent. While the past year has 
~ supplied many added problems to all branches of society, I 
think our schools have operated without serious loss in any 
way. We have had to face difficult problems causing our 
employees to perform added tasks which have been assumed 
without complaint. 


PERSONNEL 


By far the greatest change in the teaching force in 
many years has taken place during 1944. A total of eleven 
changes have been made which is almost half of our staff. 


This unusually large change in teachers was one of the most — 


serious problems my administration has ever been called 
upon to face. Good teachers are difficult to obtain in normal 
times and the task is almost impossible under present condi- 
tions. Many teachers have left the profession and the num- 
ber of those preparing to teach has been greatly reduced. 
Well trained teachers will be impossible to obtain in the near 
future unless some radical changes are made whereby more 
young people will be induced to enter the teaching profession. 
The public may need to be more considerate of teachers and 
their salaries will have to be raised. The teaching profes- 
sion cannot offer to high school students the appeal which 
many other professions offer at the present time. 


Mr. Frank H. Damon, a teacher of mathematics, was 
replaced by the election of Miss Muriel Middleton, who 
teaches all the college mathematics in grades nine through 
twelve. Miss Katherine L. Morehardt, who had been teach- 
ing English in grades nine and ten since 1937, left to head 
the English department in the Gilbert School at Winsted, 
Conn. Her place was taken by Mrs. Mary R. Pimental, for- 
merly head of the English department at Easton High

School. Her husband is in service. Miss Ellen’ M. Shea, 
head of our Social Science and Guidance work, resigned to 


become dean of girls at the high school at Wallingford, Conn. 


Her place was taken by Miss Anne R. McNally, who held a 
Similar position in the high school at Danielson, Conn., last 
year. Mr. Herbert G. Coar did not return to his position as 
teacher of Science in the Senior High School. To fill his posi- 
tion, Mr. John Roudels was elected. Mr. Roudels is a gradu- 
ate of Boston University and has had some teaching expe- 
rience at Wayland High School. Miss Edna L. Dolber resign- 
ea from her position as teacher of English in grades seven 
and eight to become assistant librarian at Wheaton College. 
Miss Mary H. Waterman of this town, who graduated at 
Bridgewater Teachers College in June, 1944, was elected to 
the position. Mr. Philip N. Center, our shop teacher, resigned 
to accept a similar position in Brockton. His position was 
taken by Mr. Robert Eastman of this town, who has worked 
as a carpenter and has taken a number of extension courses 
preparing him to teach shop work. He has had two years of 
work at Massachusetts State College. 


Miss Helen Zilinski, who taught grade one at the Allen 
School, resigned to go into insurance work. Her position 
was taken by Mrs. Edna Whitmore of this town, who taught 
Some years ago at Norwood. Mrs. Helen Bosworth resigned 
from her position as principal and primary teacher in the 
Elmwood School. Miss Isabelle R. Odabashian was trans- 
ferred from her position as teacher of the intermediate 
grades in the Elmwood School to teach one division of the 
sixth grade at the high school. Miss Marjory F. Russell 
resigned as assistant primary teacher in the Elmwood 
School. These three changes left this school without any 
teachers. Miss Mabel W. Ballantine was elected principal 


and teacher of grades three, four, and five. She taught at 


Essex last year. Miss Margaret M. McCarthy was elected 
to teach grades one and two. She taught at Upton last year. 


Miss Grace R. Smith was transferred, with her division 
of the sixth grade, from the Allen School to the High School. 
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Mrs. I. Athalie Owen resigned as drawing supervisor in 
order to have more time at home. Her position was filled by 
Mrs. Ella B. Hebberd, who holds a similar position in How- 
ard Seminary and at Duxbury. She serves this town two 
days each week. Miss Ruth G. Evans, our school nurse, was 
granted a leave of absence for the year in order to care for 
her aged mother. Her place was taken by Mrs. Elizabeth H. 
Cochrane of this town who is a registered nurse. 


We were sorry to lose so many of our competent teach- 
ers who had been with us for a number of years; however, 
we are well pleased with our new teachers who have assumed | 
their duties commendably. 


THE LEARNING PROGRAM 


The most important item in any educational program is 
the amount of “all-around” learning developed by the young 
people. We want them to learn the basic fundamentals, — 
without which true education is impossible. Just what 
methods should be used to obtain the best results is open to 
question. We are interested in having the child develop ~ 
his total being so that he will become the greatest possible — 
asset to our democratic way of life. To have the child 
develop in this manner, we need to guide him in project 
work, the goal of which is child development instead of strict 
adherence to bare fundamentals. It is my hope that we may 
be able to promote the project, or unit, method to a greater | 
degree in the future. 


We are seeing a greater integration between our art 
program and our classroom teaching. Our English and — 
history departments are working in close co-operation and 
have jointly undertaken the development of a public speak- 
ing program for the senior high school. Our penmanship is 
well integrated with all our work. ; 


We have been gradually introducing the Elson reading — 
system and now have the materials for the first three grades. 
The children appear to enjoy this work and their achieve- 
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ment appears to be better. New spelling and arithmetic . 
books have been introduced within the past two years. 


TESTING PROGRAM 


During the year, we have given the Metropolitan 
Achievement Tests in the first eight grades, the Iowa 
Achievement Tests to grades nine and twelve, and the Iowa 
Group Intelligence Tests to all our pupils. The results of 
our achievement tests indicate that we have a better than 
average school system and the twelfth grade results show 
our high school to be considerably above average. We are 
including these test results in our permanent files and are 
using them to give the type of individual help which each 
child seems to need. 


While our testing program was considerable for a sys- 
tem our size, I believe it is a point decidedly in our favor. 
To the best of my knowledge, the accumulation of tests re- 
sults seldom does any child any harm, and the benefits de- 
rived are very great. When any pupil is being transferred to 
any other situation where education is involved, the complete 
history is requested. This is now true when our boys and 
girls enter the service. 


ADMINISTRATIVE TECHNIQUES 


The most progressive step taken in my administration 
was the change in our method of entering pupils to the first 
grade. All children who were six years of age or older by 
September 1, 1944 were admitted without examination. 
Those who were between the ages of five and six years on 
that date were given group tests by the State Clinic. Those 
who were not accepted on the results of the group test were 
given an individual test if their birthday came between 
September Ist and December 31st. 


We have now had these children in school four months 
during which time we have been able to observe some of the 
results of this method of admission. Some of the youngest 
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children appear to be close to leading the class while some 
of those who were admitted without examination are having 
trouble. Those of us who work with the children are well 
pleased with our admissions, and I wish to congratulate 
the members of the School Committee for their willingness 
to make the change possible. It is easy to continue an old 
system, but little progress is made under such conditions. 
This new method is not intended to work a hardship on any- 
one and it now appears that it will reduce our first grade 
failures considerably. 


The second important change made during the year was 
that of transferring all the sixth grade pupils to the high 


school building where they are divided into two classes - 


according to homogeneous grouping. All these pupils are 
working at about their maximum rate, and we can see a 
marked improvement in their work. 


By moving the sixth grade pupils to the high school, 
we were able to change the classes at the Elmwood and West 
Schools. The primary teachers in these schools have only the 
first two grades instead of the first three as in former years. 
The intermediate teachers now have grades three, four and 
five instead of four, five and six as formerly. This change is 
making it possible for the beginning children to get a better 
start. 


WARTIME INNOVATIONS 


During the year, many products have been made by the 
school pupils for the Junior Red Cross. Miss Grace M. Swift 
and her intermediate pupils at the West School made many 
toys and favors,, the shop students at the high school made 
miany games and room furnishings, and considerable money 


was collected in all schools to be turned over to the organi- 


7ation. 


In September and October, a milkweed pod collection 


drive was made in all schools throughout the country. The 7 


: 


floss from the pods is to be used as a substitute for kapok, a 
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material used in life belts, insulation materials, and in a 
number of other ways connected with the service. Our pupils 
collected a total of 105 bags which was more than any other 
town in the county. 


Bonds and stamps have been sold in all schools during 
the year. We try to encourage all our pupils to participate 
in this school saving program; however, we do not intend to 
embarrass anyone by it. 


One new thing that has been introduced because of war 
necessities is our co-operation in a pre-induction training 
course in machine shop work. The course is given in the 
Brockton Vocational School in the afternoon. Five of our 
boys attend our high school during the forenoon and then 
- go to Brockton to take the shop work in the afternoon. At 

this time, the program seems to have many benefits and to 
present few difficulties. : 


ADULT EDUCATION 


In October we tried to form an alien education class for 
those townspeople who might want help in obtaining their 
citizenship papers. Not enough people were interested to 
justify having the class, but we hope we may be able to 
start the work again in 1945. 


At the close of the war there is likely to be a need for 
education suited for returning service men. Some of our 
boys have written asking my recommendations regarding 
their future education. These boys have not graduated from 
high school and have now come to see the importance. of it. 
Facilities are now provided whereby the boys may study and 
earn credits while they are in service. I am recommending 
that our boys do as much of this work as possible and I rec- 
ommend that we try to provide sufficient evening courses to 
make graduation possible for them if a sufficient number 
are interested. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND MILITARY TRAINING 


Our athletic teams have not been outstanding for the 
past couple of years largely because of circumstances con- 
nected with the war. Many students spend most of their 
spare time working, thereby making out-of-school activities 
difficult to operate successfully. I am in hopes that we may 
be able to arrange our school program for next school year so 
that physical education classes will be available for all stu- 
dents in grades nine through twelve in our regular school 
day. 


There is much discussion these days about the necessity _ 
of compulsory military training for all young men. This is 
a serious problem which we should not attempt to solve with- 
out seriously considering the costs in terms of our own — 
social heritage and the possible effect such a move might 
have on world peace. I am thoroughly in favor of providing 
basic military training for all our boys; however, I don’t | 
think we need to make professional soldiers of them. I 
would much rather see military units set up in our high 
school where a certain amount of military supervision could 


be given’by the war department. To take all boys from — . 


their homes and place them in military training camps for a 
year or so is a Prussian technique instituted by the Prussian 
militarists around 1870. It has been a factor in causing two 
World Wars although it is evident that all their training 
has not made them able to win when they fight for an unjust 
cause. I recommend a type of training that will keep our 
boys at home with their parents where their normal lives will 
be disrupted as little as possible. 


PARENTS AND CHILDREN 


I am happy to note the formation of the Parent- — 


Teacher Association during the year. This is an organiza- 


tion which the department has long wanted to have formed, ~ 
but we thought the impetus should come from the parents t 
rather than from the teachers. The organization can accom- ~ 
plish many things for the benefit of the schools, chief of 
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which is to provide a time and place whereby parents and 
teachers may discuss problems pertaining to the children. 
The organization could be made more valuable if we could 
’ induce the parents of children who have serious problems to 
come to the meetings. One of the greatest hindrances in 
our whole society is that of getting parents to help settle the 
problems affecting their children. This does not mean that 
the “rod” needs to be applied, but an understanding discus- 
sion should be held so that all those involved could work to- 
ward a common goal. 


In the seven years which I have worked with the young 
people of the town, I have had considerable experience in 
dealing with their troubles and their successes. Some people 
talk a lot about juvenile crime and seem to feel that the sit- 
uation is serious. Our young people are as good to-day as 
they have ever been in the past seven years. Instead of the 
adults talking so much about juvenile crime, I think much 
more could be accomplished by placing the emphasis on 
adult or parental negligence. Our society is apparently too 
greedy for money and pleasure to give the children prope: 
home training. 


BUILDING PROGRAM AND REPAIRS 


We are rapidly arriving at the time when we will have 
to supply more building facilities for our elementary schoois. 
We seem to have many more children entering the lower 
grades. The facilities which we have at the Allen School are 
inadequate and unsatisfactory. This is an opportune time 
for the building committee to make plans to submit to the 
town for a building program in the early post war era. 


The addition at the high school is leaking so much again 
that considerable repairs will have to be made again this 
coming summer. Apparently the artificial capstone is of 
such poor quality that it will have to be replaced. It has 
been waterproofed twice, but that is good for only two or 
three years. The water has entered the walls of the build- 
ing to such an extent that the plaster is falling off the walls 
in the classrooms. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


I wish to make the three following recommendations: 


1. That the present method of admitting pupils to the 
first grade be continued with only one change, namely that 
the state clinic give individual tests instead of group tests to 
all pupils who will be between the ages of five and six years 
on September 1, 1945. 


2. That the junior high school. method of depart- 
mentalization be discontinued for grade seven at the high 
school. 


3. That we adopt the single salary schedule as soon as 
practicable. 


CONCLUSION 


The reports of all the supervisors are included for your 
further information regarding the total work of the depart- 
ment. I recommend that you give each report your serious 
consideration. 


I wish to thank every member of the school personnel 
for their fine support during the year. The citizens and 
parents have co-operated to make the year profitable and 
enjoyable. Again permit me to thank you, members of the 
committee, for your honest consideration and judgment on 
all the problems which we have had to face.

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REPORT OF THE ART DEPARTMENT 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


The Art program in the East Bridgewater Public 
Schoo!s shows a willing co-operation of the teachers and a 
definite enthusiasm of the pupils—especially in the elemen- 
tary grades. 


If we are to follow the plan of the Massachusetts State 
Board, in Art, we must keep in mind that Art is an expres- 
sion of ideas. We must get away from copying someone 
else’s ideas. To have ideas to express, the child must think 
for himself—must reach out beyond himself for contacts 
with the world around him. This is best done by correlation 
of Art with his other studies—History, English, Geography, 
Science. To this end murals of the southwest Indians have 
been made by the 6B and West School 5th grades. 6A made 
drawings of the activities of the Egyptians and Egyptian 
scenes—molding the sacred Ibis in clay. The Ist and 2d 
grades of the West School made a mural of the farm. The 
Allen School 3d grade had a perfect example of the tie-up 
of Art and the unit system. They built a Pilgrim Village, 
painted the background of harbor and Mayflower, drew pic- 
tures of Pilgrim activities, dipped candles and ended by 
drawing the pictures of the first Thanksgiving—all original 
—expressing each child’s idea of the first Thanksgiving. 


The two Ist grades of the Allen School made murals of 
the Bethlehem Scene and Santa Claus driving through the 
country. . These were cut-outs pasted on the painted back- 


‘ground and represented the work of almost every child in 


the grade. 


At the Elmwood School much originality and talent has 
developed. 


With all this free Art, it does no harm to have the chil- 
dren observe certain things first hand—that the sky is bluer 
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at the top than at the horizon, the way different trees grow, 
the relation and proportion of animals and man, the rhythm 
of their movements, how to make things look near them and 
also far away by size, color and detail. In other words, time 
is spent partly on technique and partly given over to free 
expression. 


In the 7th and 8th grades the same idea holds true. They 
are experimenting in design—experimenting in the use of 
different mediums, pencil, crayon, water-color and charcoal. 


It is unfortunate that there is not an Art room for the 
7th and 8th grades and high school. There is no definite 
place to keep and display the pupils’ work, no place to keep — 
materials within easy reach—no Art atmosphere. If this. 
could be remedied in some way it would probably help the 
interest and results fifty percent. 


The high school class is small. The class, coming as it 
does after school, interferes with the attendance of those ~ 
who take care of children or work at other jobs. However, 
we began by drawing fall flowers—making designs from the 


drawings—making conventional designs—making stencils — ; 


from these and making colored stencils on a head scarf. This 
led to a study of good taste in dress—framing the face, lines 
for certain figures, the best use of color, influences that de- 
termine style. Time out was taken to do some out-door 
sketching and some Christmas card designing. Now we shall 
go on with good taste in the home—a practical interior deco- 
rating course. 


There seems to be an excellent response from the pupils 
everywhere. They keep their eyes open for examples of the 
things they are studying and bring them in. It is a habit of 


research and observation that will follow them all their — 


lives and give them many hours of enjoyment and pleasure.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


‘Dear Mr. Gotschall: 


The Music program of the schools is developing accord- 
ing to plans outlined by the Supervisor. The vocal instruc- 
tion, which starts in the elementary grades, continues in its 
aim toward the understanding and desire for music through 
the learning of its fundamentals. Emphasis has been placed 
on periodic “concerts” in the classrooms where individuals 
and small groups have been encouraged to sing before their 
classmates—the purpose being to overcome the inherent shy- 
ness in most children to perform before others. 


This year, music has been offered as an elective to the 
Junior High grades. They meet one period each week, dur- 
ing which they sing familiar and favorite songs, learn a new 
song and are taught some history and appreciation of fine 
music through recordings. 


The Girls’ Chorus, of fifty-five voices, which also meets 
one period each week, devotes its time to the study and per- 
formance of selections which are not only interesting to the 
students but also are examples of fine choral music. The 
active enthusiasm of the boys has led to the revival of 2 
Boys’ Glee Club. There are twenty-three boys who partici- 
pate with fine spirit in two and three part work. 


The instrumental program is of necessity based on the 
development of young students on the various band instru- 
ments. There has been relatively a small number of children 
taking lessons in school during the past year. It is hoped 
that there will be more, so that in the future the band may 
maintain and surpass the high level that it has attained. 
With this aim in view, a survey was made with a well known 
instrumental concern to interest and start new pupils. The 
result is that eleven, more students have begun the study of 
a band instrument. 
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The Senior Band has been fortunate in maintaining a 
fairly full instrumentation. It can be complimented for its 
dilfgence and achievement. An attempt was made to provide 
the band members with new uniforms, but wartime condi- 
tions prevented it. 


The Band participated in the Memorial Day and Armis- 
tice Day programs. A high point in the program of the 
Music Department was the annual Spring Concert when a 
large attendance enjoyed a performance of: good quality 
which ranged from classical to semi-popular music. In addi- 
tion to selections by the Band, songs of many nations were 


presented by the Girls’ Chorus. The high light of the eve- 


ning was sparkling singing of patriotic songs by the Junior 
Boys’ Glee Club. 


The Supervisor appreciates the support and co-operation 


he has received from the administration and faculty during © 


the past year.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


‘Dear Mr. Gotschall: 


In writing this year’s report I wish to first state that ; 
will be quoting figures from Miss Evans’ monthly reports of 
January to June inclusive. These months are the months 
when communicable diseases are most prevalent. During 
those six months there were 19 cases of mumps, 4 cases of 
measles, 3 cases of scarlet fever and 45 cases of chicken pox. 
For these first four months of the school year, we have had 
only four cases of scarlet fever. 

We had an unusually large entering class this year. 
For the first few months most of the children taken home 
with colds were from this group. Parents should not send 
children to school in the acute stages of a cold. It only 
means the child being found with a temperature and carried 
home. The upper grades know this from experience. 


The Plymouth County Health Association again discon- 
tinued the Audiometer for the testing of hearing. Miss Gib- 
son has continued to teach two pupils in high school in lip 
reading. 


Dr. Atkinson of the State Department of Mental Health 
returned to retest entering pupils but is not available for 


problems this year. 


Dr. Fraser made his annual dental examination. There 
were dental clinics in January, February, March, and June. 
None have been held this school year, due to lack of time 
end scarcity of material (I quote Dr. Fraser). 


I would like to urge all parents to attend to this very 
important source of health. It would be most gratifying if 
all those who received notice of defects would attend to this 
before the close of the school year. 
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Assistance has been given Dr. Morris in the annual ex- 
amination of the children which is not yet completed. To 
date the response of the parents has been excellent. Two 
children have already had tonsils removed with marked im- 
provement in health (partial assistance of School Health 
Fund). 


Five pupils found to have faulty vision have been exam- 
ined by eye specialists in Brockton and are now wearing 


glasses. 


Routine school work is summed up as follows: 


School visits ! 385 
Special Attention including First Aid 1,661 
Recommended for exclusion 168 
Ill children carried home 119 
Children referred to School Physician 19 
Interviews with Parents 622 


Elementary grade children weighed and measured 
twice. Five children to eye specialist in Brockton, two to 
Brockton hospitals for tonsil operations, and three children 
to Plymouth County Hospital for X-ray. 


In summing up the general health of the pupils, I would 
like to urge all parents and pupils to give better care of the 
teeth especially in the upper grades. More frequent visits 
to the dentist are indicated. 


I have tried to reach the high standard of school nursing 
set by the previous school nurse whose leave of absence I am 
filling. In the effort, I deeply appreciate the co-operation 
given me by the superintendent, his assistant, the teachers, 
parents and children.

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REPORT OF THE HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 


Dear Mr. Gotschall: 


The Home Economics Department this year is continu- 
ing its theme of wartime living. All classes are conducted 
with all students mindful of the present conflict, and mind- 
ful of how it affects their daily living. 


For our Red Cross:Home Nursing course we were ably 
assisted by Miss Ruth G. Evans in the 1943-44 season. As 
school nurse she gave practical demonstrations on all phases 
of home nursing. 


During the late spring months our nursery school ses- 
sions were held in connection with our course of child care 
and development. It met with a few misfortunes however 
when some of its members were unavoidably exposed to 
measles. The nursery school was quarantined and we are 
happy to report that there was no further outbreak of 
measles. 


In the 1944-45 school season it will be impossible te 
maintain the nursery school, due to the fact that there is no 
room available in the high school for its use. Nevertheless 
it is hoped that the nursery school can and will be re-estab- 
lished soon in the public school system. 


Our clothing classes were begun this year with 
the idea of thoroughly familiarizing the students with the 
electric machines, as well as with the basic principle of cloth- 
ing construction. A working knowledge of the machines had 
been previously found to be lacking in pupils. With this 
program in mind, it has been found that less repair work is 
required on the machines and the students turn out clothing 
of a better grade. 


Our foods classes inaugurated the fall term by canning 
many seasonable products. Results in most cases were quite 
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good. Included in the products preserved were jellies, jams, 
canned vegetables and fruits, mincemeat and relishes. On 
several occasions students used the products of the family 
victory garden crop. In this way they are learning to co- 
operate in the national war effort by raising and canning 
their own foods. 


During this period of time we felt the need for a pres- 
sure cooker for classroom use. Because they are so indispen- 
sable in home canning, it is to be hoped that one will be 
available for school use soon. By having a pressure cooker 
in the schools, students can be taught the correct methods | 
of use, and thereby be of greater assistance to the family 
canner in the home. 


The cafeteria is functioning well during the present 
year. Prices have remained at the same level and rationing 
hasn’t been too harsh. Because of the extra grade in the 
high school building, the output of food this year is greater 
than that of previous seasons. 


The management of the cafeteria has really been hit 
hard by the current labor shortage. Students in the senior 
high school who had previously worked in the lunchroom 
now have other outside jobs and are unable to assist there 
this year. Assistance had to be recruited from the 8th 
grade and they have been doing an excellent job. However, 
we have all we can do to prepare lunch for seven grades in a 
forty-minute period with only half a dozen assistants. 


During the past year the cafeteria was favored with a 
new set of dishes, and additional silverware. These sorely 
needed articles were a pleasing addition to our equipment. 


In making recommendations for the coming years, it 
would be fitting to have the following changes and improve- 
ments made: 


1. Double periods for classes would more than double 
the amount of work done in foods and clothing classes. 
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2. Additional new books for the department, so that 
each student could have her own copy of a textbook and. be 


. able to do assignments more thoroughly. 


With these improvements in mind, we hope to equip 
students with more knowledge on how to meet the problems 
of everyday life.

REPORT OF THE SHOP DEPARTMENT 


Dear Mr. Gotschall: 


I submit the following report of the Shop Course for the 
past four months. 


We started the year handicapped both as to materials 
and equipment. <A variety of lumber was hard to obtain 
and both the power and hand tools were in need of condi- 
tioning. We were, however, very fortunate in receiving 
some fine birch and oak. 


During these four months, the boys have received in- 
struction in the use and care of the hand tools, as it is with 
these hand tools that most of the boys will work with outside 
of class. — 


The shop has been completely equipped with ten new 
benches, made with oak frames and birch tops. Each bench 
has two vises, providing twenty stations. All the work has 
been done by the boys with the hand tools. A new locker 
rack has been built to hold the boys’ work to prevent dam- 
age and loss of time. | 
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The shop has been entirely rewired for electricity, with 
safety switches on each machine, and a master switch for 
the whole. Every motor has been overhauled and put in 
first class condition. 


As time and conditions permit, it would be advisable to 
rebuild the circular saw, both for accuracy and safety. This 
could be done at small cost. 


Shop is not a trade or vocational course of study, but it 
is hoped that with the new equipment the boys will get and 
appreciate a working knowledge of the basic tools. 


I want to express my appreciation both to Dr. Gotschall 
and the School Committee for their help, consideration and 
co-operation.

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REPORT OF THE GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 
Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


I present, herein, my first report as Guidance Director of 
East Bridgewater Senior-Junior High School. This covers 
the period from September-December 1944. Obviously be- 
cause of the short time I have been in this position, the re- 
port must be brief. It can present only a resume of the 
activities engaged in, an indication of objectives for the en- 
suing months of the school year, and recommendations for 
future planning. 


The aims of the department are to counsel students jn 
selecting and preparing for “jobs with a future,” to widen 
their scope of opportunity by bringing to their attention the 
many possibilities for advanced training and to encourage 
self-development through student participation in projects 
sponsored by the school. 


We have continued the guidance program that has been 
operating so effectively for the past six years. This has 
included testing, educational, vocational and personal coun- 
seling along with part-time job placement. 


In October we administered the Iowa Educational Devel- 
opment tests to all members of the senior and freshman 
classes. This battery of nine tests gives an accurate picture 
of the development of individual pupils in specific fields 
(social studies and natural science background, correctness 
in writing, quantitative thinking, etc.). The results of the 
tests: Class norms and standard individual scores have been 
compiled. Profile cards of each person tested have become a 


_ part of his permanent record folder. In January a meetiny 


of faculty members is planned during which it is hoped we 
can use these tests as a basis for adapting teaching tech- 
niques for groups in which that seems advisable and for 
planning in so far as it is feasible, for special attention to 
those individuals who were found to be noticeably below 
standard school norms in certain fields. On the whole, the 
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test results indicate the educational development of our high 
school students is above the average set by the other schools 
(approximately 300) using these tests. 


Active participation in public affairs is a vital part of 
-effective citizenship. In order to encourage this, we have, 
in co;operation with other faculty members planned a series 
of assembly programs. A Round Table discussion of perti- 
nent problems followed by questions, challenges and com- 
ments from the floor have presented an excellent opportun- 
ity for self-development. This series will culminate in the 
spring with our participation in the Junior Town Meeting 
sponsored by Station WBZ. In connection with this project 
we would commend Miss Andrews for planning the very suc- 
cessful forum that was presented in December. Such co- 
ordination of activities of different departments is an essen- 
tial part of any effective guidance program. The excellent 
co-operative spirit of faculty members in carrying on this 
program assures its success. 


Although the demands of the military services have 
been negligible as far as our boys are concerned, we have 
continued to keep in contact with the Army, Navy, Marine, 
and Maritime Service during the first part of the school 
year. In keeping with the recommendation of the U. S. 
Department of Education however, every effort has been 
made to keep our students at their “‘posts’”—in school. 


However, in order to insure that those boys nearing 
eighteen will have the opportunity of serving in branches for 
which they are best suited, bulletins and announcements 
concerning Army and Navy training programs have been 
discussed in individual interviews with those interested. 
General information assembly programs by two branches of 
the service are planned for boys over seventeen in January 


Regarding the set-up of the guidance department, a few 
minor changes have been made. In compliance with plans 
made by Miss Shea last year, we have adopted the use of 
individual folders for each pupil’s guidance data. Results of 
Kuder Preference Tests, Otis I. Q., Iowa Educational Devel- 
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opment and the Pupil War Inventories become.a part of each 
persons’ permanent record. 


This year we have extended the use of the Pupil War 
Inventory to all 9-12 grade pupils. In addition, by period- 
ically returning them to students for additions or changes, 
the inventories are now cumulative and therefore give a 
more complete and growing picture of each person’s record 
of training services and aims. Upon making these and other 
small changes, we have met the qualifications, in so far as 
possible, for a Class A rating by the State Department of 
Vocational Guidance and our application for such approval! 
has recently been submitted to the Department. 


Concerning future plans, it is hoped that a series of 
community leaders in various fields can be planned for sen- 
iors. The purpose of such a program would be to acquaint 
our young people with the work in and opportunities offered 
by community agencies, industries, and a few representative 
professions. 


The lack of an adequate extra-curricular program, we 
feel seriously affects the adjustment of pupils to school as 
well as social life. Time is, of course, the element standing 
in the way of arranging such a schedule. It is strongly rec- 
ommended that consideration be given to possibility of ex- 
tending at least two or more of our extra periods from their 
usual twenty minutes to a full period. This could be done by 
lengthening our school day only fifteen minutes. This would 
allow for an opportunity for new activities and eliminate 
the present system of class interruption for specific groups 
already organized. 


In conclusion, may we say that the potentialities of this 
Situation will, we hope, enable us to continue the progress 
and service that has characterized the work of our prede- 
cessors.

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Report of Board of Baleeccn 


The year 1945 has brought victory to our country and 
its allies and with it the return of many of the men and 
women who contributed to the victory. We can now hope 
that 1946 will see most of our servicemen and women re- 
united with their families. On behalf of your friends, neigh- 
bors, and fellow townspeople we welcome you back and offer 
all possible assistance to re-establish yourselves in the life 
of the community. } 


_ No words can express the feelings in people’s hearts 
for the families of the boys who will not return. For these 
boys, who will remain forever young in our memories, some 
tangible memorial should be erected where a permanent 
record of their sacrifice can be made. An article will be 
found in the warrant for the annual town meeting to see 
if the town will authorize the appointment of a committee 
te set this project in motion. 


A variety of matters have come before the board of 
selectmen for disposition during the past year. The most 
important items will be dealt with in this report. 


Among other things the board has been called on to fill 
several vacancies in town departments and to appoint a 
Post War Emergency Construction Committee. 


In June the dean of all town officials, Ezra S. Whit- 
marsh passed away. Mr. Whitmarsh had served the town 
in various capacities for half a century and at the time of 
his death was Chairman of the Board of Assessors. Several 
discussions were held with the two remaining members of 
the board and various names were considered. The require- 
ments of the position were felt to be such as to require 
unusual care in filling the vacancy. In the appointment of 
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Dr. Harry W. Kingman we feel that the town has secured 
the services of a man of wide experience and sound judg- 
ment, who will prove to be a valuable addition to the board. 


In May the resignation of the Tree Warden and Moth 
Superintendent was received. The work of this department 
had caused your board some concern. A large amount of 
work resulting from the hurricane was unfinished and the 
gypsy moth condition was such that notices had been re- 
ceived from the State Department of Conservation. 


Edmund D. Kenneally was appointed in May to fill this 
vacancy and was instructed to make every effort to start the 
spraying as soon as possible. From reports received from 
areas where the gypsy moth infestation is the heaviest, we 
feel that the most thorough job of spraying in a number of 
years has been done by Superintendent Kenneally. Despite 
the large amount of spraying done a sufficient balance re- 


mained in the appropriation to do the equally important 


work of painting the nests after the foliage was gone. 


As previously stated, considerable tree werk needs to 
be done, so much so that some time will be needed. We have 
every confidence that this work will proceed as quickly as 
the limitations of the budget and available satisfactory help 
will allow. 


A committee was appointed by the board of selectmen 
to study the needs of the town for postwar construction 
work. The selectmen also served on this committee whose 
report will be found in another section of this report. A 
great deal of time was spent in the meetings of this com- 
mittee and we believe their report warrants the careful 
consideration of every citizen. 


In May a group of men composed largely of former 
members of the auxiliary civilian defense police were ap- 
pointed special police officers at the request of Chief Hayden. 
While this is a new practice for East Bridgewater, it ap- 
pears to have certain advantages in the conduct of police 
work. 


—=_  -—_ = —_— i 25 
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The system is to be given a reasonable trial to deter- 
mine its necessity or value. In connection with the ap- 
pointment of these men, a list of rules was promulgated 
which received considerable publicity in the Brockton 
Enterprise. The news story was so misleading and incor- 
rect in its interpretation of the rules that the selectmen 
considered publishing a correct version. After due con- 
sideration, it was felt that the rules concerned only the 
members of the department and that the lack of knowledge 
of the laws governing arrests displayed by the author of 
the article was no concern of the board of selectmen. We 
feel that the rules are necessary for the proper operation of 
the police department and any man accepting the responsi- 
bility of an appointment as a regular or special police officer 
will be required to abide by them. 


Early in the year, an inspection was made by Arthur 
J. Hassett, Deputy Secretary of State, of the town clerk’s 
records. The board of selectmen received his report which 
spoke in the highest terms of the efficient work done by town 
clerk, George J. Frahar, in the preservation of the public 
records in his custody. For the first time in the history of 
the town the records of vital statistics have been collected 
and bound in volumes as required by law and the board of 
selectmen who saw the tremendous amount of work which 
was necessary to prepare these records for binding are glad 
to add their praise. 


Two vacancies on the Finance Board were filled during 
the year by the appointment of Mr. Arthur L. Leland and 
Mr. Fred Cross. The board of selectmen have worked in 
close cooperation with the Finance Board during the past 
year in their study of the operation of town departments. 
We urge every voter at the annual town meeting to give 


their recommendations careful and unbiased consideration. 


Heavy expenditures face the town during the next decade 
and some increase in the tax rate appears inevitable. Just 
how much the increase will be depends entirely on the voters 
at the annual town meeting.

A comparison of per capita expenditures of all towns 
in Massachusetts has been made and published in the mag- 
azine “The Massachusetts Selectman.” There are forty- 
three towns in Massachusetts with a population of between 
3,000 and 5,000 based on the 1940 census and the statistics 
are based on 1941 expenditures. Only six towns exceed the ~ 
per capita expenditures of East Bridgewater. Five of these 
towns, Bourne, Scituate, Rockport, Nantucket, and Co- 
hasset have large summer populations with a corresponding — 
large amount of taxable summer property. ‘The sixth town 
_ is Weston which has a number of sizable estates of wealthy 
individuals. The range of per capita expenditures is Scit- 
uate with a high of $95.40 to Medfield with a low of $26.11. 
The per capita figure for East Bridgewater is $57.01. While 
it is recognized that the statistics as presented in the com- 
plete tabulation may be subject to adjustment due to un- 
usual circumstances they do seem to indicate a liberal rate 
of expenditure for East Bridgewater. 


With the lifting of the restrictions imposed by war 


conditions, an extension of the route of the Elmwood bus — 


to Westdale was finally secured. It is hoped that the patron- — 
age will show a sufficient increase so that more trips may 


be added for this section. Another bus company has re- — 
quested permission to operate over West Street to West 


Bridgewater. It was felt that this would jeopardize the ~ 
present service, as there does not appear to be enough busi- — 
ness for two companies and the request was denied. 


All tax title property owned by the town was sold at | 


auction by the board during the year. The small attendance ~ 


at these auctions makes it difficult, if not impossible, to 
secure much competition for the properties. We feel that 
better results could be obtained by private negotiation with — 
abutters of parcels offered for sale. A special town meeting — 
was held during the year to see if the town would authorize 
the selectmen to sell this type of property at private sale. — 
A sparsely attended meeting defeated the proposal. It seems 
to your board that inasmuch as all of the parcels acquired — 
by the town have been offered at public auction by the town 


treasurer without securing a bid that no risk would be in- 
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volved in giving any board of selectmen such authority. 
_ was interesting to find that by approaching an abutter of a 


parcel which the town had owned for eighteen years, a 
buyer was secured. All of this property is now back on the 
tax rolls and will produce revenue during the coming year.

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Report of the Paar of Public Welfare 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance submit the following report of their respective 
activities for the year 1945. 


General Relief 


During the year 1945, 15 cases consisting of 25 people 
were aided under this category of relief at a total expense 
of $2,690.44. Nine of these cases were aided in their own 
homes. One was a boarding case, four cases were hospital- 
ized and one case was a burial. $824.29 was paid to other 
towns for persons with an East Bridgewater settlement 
residing in other towns. 


The town received from the Commonwealth, $1886.70. 
From other cities and towns, $90.60 and $15.00 from an 
individual. 

There were 8 active cases at the beginning of the year. 


During the year 7 new cases were aided and 7 cases were 
closed. We are carrying 8 cases at the close of the year. 


Aid To Dependent Children 


Twelve cases totaling 44 persons were aided during the ~ 


year. There were 9 cases consisting of 40 persons on the 
rolls January 1945, and at the end of the year there were 
6 active cases, consisting of 20 persons, being aided. During 
the year 2 new cases were accepted and 1 reopened and 6 
cases closed. : 


These 12 cases received $7498.47 in cash and in addition 
$251.11 for medical care, $90.00 for hospitalization and 
$44.00 for glasses. 


The town was reimbursed, $2140.91 by the Federal 
Government and $3812.36 by the Commonwealth. . 
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Old Age Assistance 


Ninety cases received Old Age Assistance during the 
year. There were 80 cases in January and 73 cases at the 
end of the year. 13 applications were received. 10 of these 
were accepted and 3 rejected. 17 cases were closed during 
the year. 90 persons received regular cash grants amount- 
ing to $33,027.13. In addition, $2572.99 was allowed for 
medical care, $42.00 for dental care, $98.00 for services of 
opticians, $355.10 for nursing services and $114.00 for 
ambulance and hospitalization. 


There were 14 East Bridgewater cases residing in 
other towns for whom these towns received $1338.72. 


$15,739.26 was received from Federal Funds, $17,365.45 
‘from the Commonwealth and $1013.80 from other towns. 


During the past year the Legislature revised the Old 
Age Assistance law making several changes. The greatest 
change was in the liberalization of the exemptions of the 
legally liable children of Old Age Assistance recipients. This 
change becomes effective January 1, 1946 and because of it 
it will be necessary for the town to make a substantial 
increase in the Old Age Assistance appropriation for the 
ensuing year.

POLICE CRUISER 


The car that the Police Department is now using is 
three or four years old and is in poor condition in so far 
as its use is concerned in this type of work. It has been 
at least one hundred thousand miles and is in need of a com- 
plete over-hauling from one end to the other. 


The repairing of this car would run into a great deal 
of money and when the job is done the Town still owns an 
old car. 3 


If the Town would trade this car this spring for a new 
one, they would save money as the trade-in value of this car 
at this time is high. 


There has been some talk of a cruiser ambulance type 
car as this Department has many calls for an ambulance 
and has to call out of town aid which means a long space 
of time before an ambulance arrives and in some cases it 
has been over an hour. 


People who are hurt on our highways and people who 
need hospital attention should be removed from the scene 
at once as it may mean the difference between life and 
death if an injured person has to be detained too long 
waiting for an ambulance. 


In the event that the townspeople wanted an ambu- 
lance, I would suggest that they buy a cruiser that would 
take a full ambulance bed so that the person who is being 
transported to the hospital could ride in comfort rather 
than being cramped up in space that causes discomfort. 
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A beachwagon with a full ambulance bed equipped with 
dual heaters would solve the problem and would be a fine 
piece of equipment for the Town to own. : 


The type that is commonly used as a police cruiser am- 
bulance in other towns is not fit to use because a person 
who has to be taken to a hospital should have far more com- 
fort than they allow and I might add that it would be a 
waste of money to consider such a purchase. 


Another feature of having a first class ambulance 
cruiser is that the people of this town should not be charged 
for its use as in other towns because their money has already. 
paid for it and they should not be charged double. 


Persons who are not citizens of the town should pay 
for the use of such an ambulance and this would help to 
pay for it in a period of time. 


I wish to close this report to the people by thanking 
the Board of Selectman, Regular Police Officers, Special 
Police Officers, Telephone Operators and the Citizens for 
their kind cooperation during the past year.

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Report of Board of Health 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater : 


Organization and first meeting of the Board was held 
on March 25th. General business transacted and slaughter- 
ing inspectors appointed for year. George Wadsworth and 
Ralph Wyatt were appointed slaughtering inspectors for 
1945; Clinton Smith, milk inspector. 


Inspection of eating and drinking establishments was 
. started, also laboratory analysis of swabs test of utensils. 


Inspections of Waldorf Park facilities were made and 
analysis of Robbins Pond water made at points used for 
bathing. Analysis showed water to be suitable for public 
bathing. Rules and Regulatoins were made for Waldorf 
Park. 


Analysis of water and sanitary inspection was made 
of several streams in town for bathing purposes and to check 
complaints received as to local contamination. 


Complaints of poor drainage were promptly investi- 
gated and where conditions warranted the Board took action. 
sewage complaints were handled in similar manner. 


Laboratory analysis of forty-two milk and cream 
samples were made during year, and any unsatisfactory 
condition promptly corrected. One culture was made for 
hemolytic streptococcus. 


Routine quarantine procedures were handled promptly. 


Dead animals were buried. 
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Slaughtering fees were started by Board of Selectmen 
after March town meeting; fee of thirty-five cents per head 
for cattle, twenty-five cents per head for calves, hogs and 
sheep. The collection of this money comes under duties of 
Board of Health. During the year starting latter part of 
March there has been collected $599.05 from this source. 


Report of Inspection of Eating and Drinking Establishments 
, for 1945. 


During the year 1945 Board of Health started inspec- 
tion and laboratory analysis of swabs taken of eating and 
drinking utensils in all the establishments in town. This 
program has been introduced by U.S. Public Health Service 
and Mass. Dept. of Public Health. We were aided by Mr. 
H. Kingsbury, Sanitary Officer of South Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Office, Mass. Public Health Dept. to install program. 


Results of this inspection have been very satisfactory, 
cooperation of eating and drinking establishments has been 
excellent. The object of the program is to prevent the 
spread of contagious diseases. 
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Librarian's Report 


To the Board of Trustees of the 
East Bridgewater Public Library: 


I have the honor to present the report of the librarian 
for the year ending December 31, 1945: 


The library carried on its usual activities during the 
year. Hundreds of patrons came through the doors of the 
library and benefited from its service. There were the 
youngsters just learning to read, and the school boys and 
girls to whom the library is indispensable; then the 
teachers, the parents, and the young people preparing for 
jobs. The list could be extended indefinitely for the library 
touches the lives of practically all our townspeople. 


That the library services are increasingly essential to 
the town is indicated by the fact that there was an increase 
during the year, both in the number of registered borrowers 
and in the circulation of books. It has been our responsi- 
bility to make the public aware of the resources of the 
library, to maintain our book stock on a high level, to be 
diligent in research and reference services, and to attract 
people to the library. 


The inventory of non-fiction was completed last year; 
an inventory of the fiction begun last summer is moving 
slowly to completion. Members of the staff continued to 
give their services unstintingly to serve the men and women 
in the armed forces. As the War Information Division of 
the Public Safety Committee, we printed and mailed “The 
Town Teller’, mailed cigarettes or plum puddings to all who 
were overseas, and to all who were wounded in service. The 
task was difficult but we endeavored to keep a correct file 
of addresses. The service roll now lists 444 names. 
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Members of the library staff have spoken to groups in 
the community, served on local civic committees, and at- 
tended meetings of library organizations. 


Last year’s report summarized a few of the building needs 
of the library. Additional repair must be made on the out- 
side of the building and this work is now being given con- 
Sideration by the librarian and the Board of Trustees. 


From time to time throughout the year we have re- 
ceived gifts of books, pictures and magazines. I should like 
to acknowledge these gifts with deep appreciation. With 
the presentation of each gift we felt the donor’s interest 
in the greater usefulness of the library. 


A special word of appreciation is extended to the mem- 
bers of the library staff for the spirit in which they have 
carried on during a year of increased demands and gratitude 
to the members of the Board of Trustees whose under- 
standing and vision sets the library standard in East Bridge- 
water.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of East Bridge- 
water for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1944, and 
report thereon as follows: 
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The financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked with the 
books of the accounting officer and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the accounting officer were 
examined. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the 
treasurer’s books and with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, while the payments 
were checked with the treasury warrants and with the 
books of the town treasurer. 


The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings, as well as the transfers from the 
‘reserve fund authorized by the finance committee, were 
checked to the accounting officer’s ledger. The ledger ac- 
counts were analyzed, the necessary adjusting entries 
resulting from the audit of the several departments were 
made, a trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1944. 
An examination of this balance sheet indicates that the 
town is in very good financial condition. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were 
analyzed and compared with the records of the several de- 
partments collecting money for the town and with the 
other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were checked with the war- 
_ rants of the selectmen authorizing the disbursement of town 
funds. The cash balance on January 10, 1945, was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement fur- 
nished by the bank of Br pasty and by actual count of the 
cash in the office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were compared with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 
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The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds were examined 
and listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals 
were verified. 


The tax title deeds representing liens on real estate 
were listed, the amounts transferred to the tax title account 
were checked with the collector’s records, the reportd re- 
demptions, foreclosures, and disclaimers were verified, and 
the tax titles, as listed, were reconciled with the accounting 
officer’s ledger and checked with the records at the Registry 
of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked. The tax, departmental, and water 
accounts outstanding according to the previous examination, 
as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and 
proved. The collections as posted on the commitment 
records were compared with the cash book collections and 
with the recorded payments to the town treasurer as shown 
by the treasurer’s cash book. The abatements, as entered, 
were checked to the records in the departments authorized 
to grant such credits, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses 
issued were examined, the payments to the State being 
verified by comparison with the receipts on file and the 
payments to the town treasurer being compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book. 


It is recommended that the board of selectmen keep a 
permanent record of all licenses and permits issued in order 
that receipts from this source may be properly audited. 
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It is also recommended that all departments pay to the 
town treasurer all receipts once a month or oftener. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, together 
with tables showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust and investment funds. 


For the co-operation extended by the various town 
- officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

TIN CAN COLLECTIONS 


Through the kindness of Mrs. Lester R. Fisher, a col- 
lection depot for tin cans was secured in a building in the 
rear of the First National Store. The success of this method 
is an outstanding example of the way everyone helped to 
make the salvage operations a success. No regular col- 
lections were attempted, but instead notices were put in 
the newspaper that cleaned and flattened cans could be left 
at the collection depot. Nearly four tons of tin cans were 
left there during the period the depot was in use, all by 
people who were willing to prepare the cans and take them 
to the depot. The people of East Bridgewater can be justi- 
fiably proud of this record. The cans were taken away by 
the Brockton Salvage Committee each time a freight car 
was secured for shipment. One check for $10.00 was 
received for the cans and contributed to the American Red 
Cross. 


It is a matter of regret to your chairman that he did 
not keep a record of all the volunteer workers who made 
these collections possible, so that proper recognition could be 
given in this report. Trucks were donated by local business 
men, many of whom furnished drivers or drove the trucks 
themselves. The three Boy Scout Troops deserve special 
recognition as their members were the mainstay of every 
collection. The way in which everyone cooperated by saving 
salvageable materials for collection enabled us to collect 
well over every quota set for East Bridgewater.

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Post War Kmergency Committee 


This committee was formed in conjunction with other 
committees in each Massachusetts city and town for the 
purpose of surveying the needs and possibilities of post 
war construction projects with the primary object of pro- 
viding employment. 


Your committee subscribes heartily to the announced 
objective of the State Committee to recommend projects 
with the dual purpose of providing jobs and securing for 
the town needed improvements and additions of a lasting 
_ nature. 


With this view in mind your committee at its organiza- 
tion meeting reviewed the different town departments and 
decided to limit its studies to highway, water, and school 
departments as they appeared to offer the best possibilities 
for projects. 


Of these possible sources of projects the committee 
were unanimous in feeling that the building of an elemen- 
tary school was of primary importance. As one of the 
members of this committee was also secretary of the Build- 
ing Committee, we asked him to see if he could activate that 
committee, to the end that the Town might sooner have the 
benefit of a new elementary school. The results have been 
evident. 


The first meeting was held with the Board of Water 
Commissioners who brought in recommendations for three 
possible projects and later a fourth. These projects were: 


1. 5860 feet of 8” pipe on Highland Street to connect 
with the large main on Harvard Street and the 
main at the junction of Highland Street and Elm 
Street. The estimated cost of this project is 
$12,872.02. 


2. 
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5300 feet of 6” pipe on Spring Street from the rail- 
road track to West Street at an estimated cost of 
$8,987.18. 


3. 5300 feet of 6” pipe on Hillcrest Road and Metzler 


Road at an estimated cost of $9,075.50. This project 
is contingent upon the acceptance by the Town of 
these streets as public ways in accordance with a 
petition filed by a number of property owners in that 
section. | . 


4200 feet of 8” pipe on Central Street from the 
Brockton Main to Cedar Street at an estimated cost — 
of $9,805.76. This would be an additional connec- 
tion with the large 24” main which runs from 
Silver Lake to Brockton. 


400 feet of 6” pipe on Washington Street from Oak 
Street to the Whitman line at an estiimated cost of $927.48. 
This would tie in our water system with Whitman for 
emergency use by both towns. 


The next meeting was held with the Highway Sur- 
veyor who presented the following projects for considera- 


tion. 


1. A new bridge on Spring Street at a cost of $24,000. 


2. 


Rebuild Oak Street from Washington Street to 
Franklin Street at a cost of $45,000. 


Rebuild Spring Street from the Square to West 
Street at a cost of $35,000. 


Tar penetration of Harvard Street from Bedford — 
Street to Pine Street. 


The Committee has made a careful study of the projects 
as presented by these departments. Of the projects sub- 
mitted by the Highway Surveyor, the Board of Selectmen 
believe the Town may receive assistance on the first three 
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from the State and County. At the time of writing this 
report, the County Commissioners have made a survey for 
a new layout of Oak Street. The Spring Street bridge is in 
poor condition and the repairs made a short time ago were 
necessary aS war time conditions made new construction 
impossible. The construction of a new bridge as soon as 
conditions permit is recommended. 


In studying the projects of the Water Department, the 
Committee secured a map of our water system showing the 
location and size of the pipes on all the streets in town. A 
careful study of this water map is well worth the while of 
the taxpayers and citizens. The Water Commissioners have 
inherited an antiquated system which seems badly in need 
of considerable overhauling, and which at no far distant 
date will have to have it. When a system gets about so 
old the cost of ordinary upkeep increases by leaps and 
bounds as ours is now. This system was originally pur- 
chased from a private individual whose only thought ap- 
parently was to get as much for as little as possible. No 
record of the age of the pipes appears to be available. 


Water pressure and the entire matter of pipe sizes, age 
of pipe, sources of supply, etc. are a technical subject re- 
guiring a knowledge of hydraulic engineering. The members 
of your committee do not feel that the knowledge they have 
gained in their study of the water system warrants a rec- 
ommendation either for or against the projects submitted 
to them. 


An examination of the map makes it appear that our 
water system has grown from year to year with no over all 
plan to work on. Before any further major extensions are 
made it would seem advisable to have such a plan. 


The recommendation of your committee is, therefore, 
that a survey of our present system be made by an engineer- 
ing concern to be hired for that purpose. 
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The projects which the Water Commissioners recom- 
mend total over $40,000. The survey would cost only a 
small fraction of this amount and may easily save the town 
many times its cost. 


For the co-operation of the departments in assisting 
the committee we wish to extend our appreciation.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Members of the School. Committee: 


I am pleased to present my eighth annual report as 
your superintendent. The year 1945 was pleasant and 
profitable for our schools and will undoubtedly be recorded 
as one of the truly great years in the history of the world. 
Two great wars were concluded, the atomic age was re- 
vealed, and another attempt at a world organization has 
been launched. Our students and teachers. are tremendous- 
ly interested in the wholesome outcome of all these events. 


PERSONNEL 

The most serious problem facing the schools of today 
is that of finding suitable teachers. This appears to be true 
almost regardless of the salary being offered. Not enough 
teacher candidates have been trained, all the married women 
who want to teach are now engaged, and those teachers 
who left to go into the service or other professions are not 
anxious to return to teaching. During the month of De- 
cember we had first hand experience with the difficulty of 
finding a teacher for the first grade at the Allen School. 


During the year we have made seven changes in our 
teaching force. Mr. Stanley B. Goldman, who was on mili- 
tary leave, returned to teach science and serve as Vice-Prin- 
cipal at the high school. Mr. John Roudels, a military sub- 
situte in science, resigned in June. Miss Mary F. Brown, 
teacher of commercial subjects, resigned in September to 
take a business position. Her place was taken by Miss Angela 
J. Latorella who has had two years teaching experience. Mrs. 
Kathryn M. Crain, who did not return as head of the house- 
hold arts department, was succeeded by Miss Gladys W. 
Marble of this town. Miss Marble has had much experience 
in this work. 
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At the Allen School, Mrs. Elsie A. Tuholski resigned 
from the fifth grade position and was succeeded by Mrs. 
Rose B. Delano. Miss Anna M. York was elected to the first 
grade position. Both Mrs. Delano and Miss York have had 
many years of experience. Miss Mary E. McCarthy, who 
was graduated from the Bridgewater Teachers College 
in June 1945, was elected to teach the extra division of the 
second grade. Miss Jesse M. Banks resigned from the 
first grade in December and was succeeded January 2nd by 
Mrs. Ellen Rucker who has had three and one-half years 
experience. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


We have instituted a physical education program for all 
pupils in grades six through twelve. The objectives are 
better posture, better co-ordination, stronger bodies, elimi- 
nation of physical defects, opportunity to know and play 
more games, and a general improvement in our athletic pro- 
gram. The reports of Miss McNally and Mr. Morey will 
give a more detailed account of this work. There is no 
doubt about the great values being derived, even if we do 
work under some handicaps. Our high school building was 
not designed to accommodate a physical education program 
and the playground facilities are just non-existent. 


BUILDING PROGRAM AND REPAIRS 


During the year the building committee has been active 
with the result that the building site has been selected, the 
property purchased, federal funds have been allocated for 
the drawing of plans for the building, and a number of archi- 
tects have been interviewed. It is our hope that we may 
select the architect in the near future. Every member of 
the committee is extremely anxious to use care and time 
in planning the building in order that the best possible work 
may be done. It does not seem possible to do any building 
in the near future, because materials are not available and 
the costs are prohibitive. We hope to be ready to submit 
definite plans and drawings to the town as soon as building 
conditions warrant such action. 
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The severe rain and wind storm did much new damage 
to the addition at the high school. When labor and mate- 
rials become much better, the town should plan on making 
some major repairs on that part of the building. 


CONCLUSION 


I am pleased to have the assistance of a capable Vice- 
Principal again this year. His report will give a more de- 
tailed account of the activities at the high school. I wish 
to recommend that all the reports of the various depart- 
ment heads be read carefully. The entire teaching force 
is to be congratulated on their loyalty to the profession 
during the year. I urge all teachers to continue this loyalty 
and recommend to the townspeople that they be considerate 
when economic conditions start to change. The teachers 
did not receive high pay during the war, neither have they 
stayed away from work “on strike” as most other employees 
seem to be doing. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the loyal support 
given by the school committee. You have all attended the 
meetings faithfully and have given careful consideration 
to every item of business placed before you.

REPORT OF THE VICH-PRINCIPAL 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


I herewith submit my first report as Vice-Principal of 
the East Bridgewater Senior-Junior High School. This 
report covers the period from September 5, 1945 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1945. 
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The East Bridgewater Senior-Junior High School is 
providing a program that encourages young people to de- 
velop thier minds, increase their knowledge, add to their 
skill, improve their health, enlarge their friendships, and 
contribute to the welfare of the community and the nation. 
While not every pupil has made full use of these oppor- 
tunities, there has been evidence of a spirit of loyalty to the 
school and a willingness to cooperate with the faculty. 
Under these conditions it has been possible to achieve some 
excellent results. 


People naturally associate intellectual development with 
the work of the school. Reading, study discussion, recita- 
tion and examination are designed to add to the store of 
useful knowledge and to increase ability to think and to 
express ideas. No one should expect these ends to be 
reached if the means are neglected, yet some appear to do 
so. They hope that somehow their marks will be satisfactory 
in spite of unnecessary absence, neglected study, and for- 
gotten assignments. In so far as this is caused by im- 
maturity, parents and teachers have obvious responsibil- 
ities as guides and counsellors. 


Proper nutrition has a bearing on the health of young 
people. Our newly remodelled cafeteria kitchen greatly 
facilitates the preparation and serving a hot, wholesome, 
and attractive lunches. Miss Marble reports that about 
one hundred and forty pupils purchase hot dishes daily 
and many others buy milk, sandwiches, or desserts. 


Many people still consider the School Magazine, Athlet- 
ics, Physical Education, Band and Dramatics as extra-cur- 
ricula activities. In my opinion, these activities make up 
some of the most vital parts of the secondary school pro- 
gram and should rather be considered as a part of the reg- 
ular work of any good school. 


In order to carry out this policy, it has been necessary 
to lengthen the school day. This new plan went into effect 
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on January 2, 1946. With every boy and girl in high school 
taking physical education with the exception of those hav- 
ing doctor’s certificates, a full-time program of physical 
education was inaugurated this year. It might be added 
that physical education is being taught to the boys and girls 
of the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades one period per 
week and they will be just that much more sae feet Se when 
they enter the senior high school. 


The usual fine musical program is being carried out 
this year under the direction of Mr. Sarkis Kurkjian. The 
Band will participate in the New England Music Festival 
which will be held in Gloucester, Massachusetts on May 24th 
and 25th, 1946. The assembly program includes outside 
speakers, educational movies, pep assemblies, and pupil- 
Sponsored special assemblies. The dramatic program in- 


cluded a Christmas Pageant produced by members of the. 


junior and senior classes. The senior class is making plans 
to present a play in the spring of 1946. 


The Student’s Pen Staff has decided to publish three 
issues during the present school year. This decision marks 
a return to pre-war times. The Pen Staff is under the very 
capable direction of Miss Marlene L. Andrews, Mrs. Mary 
R. Pimentel, Miss Anne R. McNally, and Miss Angela J. 
Latorella of the faculty. The student editorial board is 
headed by William Clemons, Dorothy Ferry, Carol Mason, 
and Meredith Winsor. Norman Ritchie is the student busi- 
ness manager. The Christmas issue of the Student’s Pen 
continues on the very high level set in previous years. 


A Student Council has been organized in the High 


School with Miss Anne R. McNally and Mr. Stanley B. Gold- — 


man as advisers. We believe that the Student Council can 
be a very valuable organization in the entire school, because 
of the many ways in which it can improve school morale, 
and give the pupils opportunities to plan and administer 
many activities. 
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The Minstrel Show, the first since 1941, was given two 


. performances before capacity audiences. Much credit is 


due Mr. Sarkis Kurkjian, Mr. Joseph F. Morey, Miss Isabelle 
R. Odabashian, and Miss Mary H. Waterman for the time 
and effort spent in coaching the successful show. Also, a 
word of thanks to the minstrel show cast for its efforts in 
performing so well. 


Another new and worthwhile organization added to our 
school is the Junior Classical Club sponsored by Miss Mary 
Sullivan of the faculty. The Junior Classical League is a 
nation-wide organization and I am proud that East Bridge- 
water High School now has an active chapter. The purpose 
of the club as stated in its charter follows: ‘‘The members 
of the Junior Classical League covenant to hand on the 
torch of classical civilization in the modern world. They 
believe an acquaintance with the civilization of Greece and 


-Rome will help them understand and appraise this world 


of today which is indebted to ancient civilization‘in its gov- 
ernments, laws, literatures, languages, and arts.” 


In closing this report, I wish to express sincere thanks 
to the School Committee for the military leave granted me. 
For the fine spirit of co-operation of the Superintendent, 
the faculty, and the student body in helping me to fulfill 
the duties of my position, I am exceedingly grateful.

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REPORT OF THE GUIDANCE DIRECTOR 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


I present, herewith, my second report on guidance 
activities in the Senior High School. 


During the year 1945 we have continued the very 
sound guidance practices that have been operating in the 
past years. This has included testing and individual coun-- 
seling to assist students in setting up and achieving their 
educational and vocational aims. We have dropped the 
wartime practice of part-time job placement, as the 
consensus of opinion was that few pupils are able to carry 
outside work along with the full-time job of achieving satis- 
factory school records. 


Much time was spent in the spring of 1945 in con- 
ferring with students and interviewing parents in order 
that courses of study selected would be satisfactory from 
the standpoint of both successful completion of high school 
requirements and preparation for further training and vo- 
cations. The guidance office at that time became a center 
for imparting information to both students and parents. 


Commercial guidance institutes have in the past few 
years over-emphasized the value of so-called psychometric 
testing and the interview technique in revealing and evalu- 
ating individual interests and abilities with a view to using 
this information in giving vocational guidance. It is our 
belief that it is a mistake for small high schools to adopt 
this clinic-like routine in their guidance program. On the 
other hand, group methods have long been recognized by 
educational leaders and sociologists as being a superior 
technique for guiding the high school pupils. It is for this” 
reason that in addition to carrying on the established prac- 
tices, we have encouraged group activities insofar as 
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possible. We feel that such group participation has done 
much to improve not only the individuals taking part, but 
have also tended to increase the “‘we-group”’ feeling of the 
entire student body. 


To coordinate group activities, a student council was 
organized in September. Members elected to represent the 
four classes of the Senior High School have been responsible 
for encouraging and carrying on Student Activities. The 
‘following list of projects completed and proposed will indi- 
cate the value and success of the group: 


1. Assemblies: 


A. Commandant Marcel Maillard, French Under- 
ground Leader. 


B. December 7th—Pep Sogo ce opening 
the basketball season. 


C. January 15th—Mid-Season Rally. 


2. Sale of Sachem Head School Insignia. 
3. Victory Loan Drive. 


4. Publication of the “Blue and Gold Cheer Book’’— 
To revive the school song ‘Heart of Dear Old 
Sachem.” 


5. Co-sponsoring of Cheerleaders to represent the 
school at all games. 


6. Victory Clothing Drive. 


Since the cessation of hostilities, our high school boys 
of draft age have been able to obtain deferments until grad- 
uation. It is our belief that there is a noticeable change in 
the attitudes of many of our male students toward their 
high school work. There is more interest in post graduate 
study and increased interest in better preparation while 
at high school. Direct contact has been maintained with 
graduates of the class of 1945 in order that our follow-up 
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work can be carried on. We have had many requests for 
information and assistance from graduates who are now 
desirous of furthering their education. Graduates in the 
service are making use of the Armed Forces Institute and 
the Massachusetts Department of Education Correspond- 
ence Courses in order to prepare them for college entrance 
upon their release from service. We are happy to report 
that every employable graduate in the class of 1945 is 
either attending an institute of higher learning, Bat vene in 
the armed forces, or gainfully employed. 


May we express our sincere thanks to Dr. Gotschall 


for his continued support and his ever ready “go ahead” - 


signal, to the School Committee for its cooperation, to the 
townspeople for their interest in our work.

REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR ~ 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


The Music Supervisor wishes to comment on the fact 
that more than fifty percent of all the students in the High 
School take part in some form of music activity. This is 
a high percentage and has been brought about by the active 
support of the Administration and Faculty. 


The Supervisor’s program begins in the elementary 
schools where each grade is visited once a week. At this 
time any new problem is presented and an assignment is 
given. The actual drill work for the new material is done 
during the week by the classroom teachers who have always 
shown fine enthusiasm and cooperation. 
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The choral groups in the High School are planned to 
give the students not only an opportunity to sing, but also 
to hecome familiar with secular and sacred music of a high 
calibre. The girls’ chorus has a membership of fifty. Dur- 
ing the past year, through the suggestion of the boys them- 
selves, a boys’ chorus was started again with twenty-three 
members who were the “hit of the evening” at the Annual 
Spring Concert. The group has grown to thirty-three 
since September and plans for an even bigger and better 
boys’ chorus in the future. 


During the past year, the band took part in the various 
assemblies and exercises of the school. Its members per- 
formed admirably at the Spring Concert which was con- 
sidered by many to be one of the finest in many years. 
Another interesting event was their performance at a Lawn 
Party at which time former members of the band and guest 
conductors were invited to take part. The band is now pre- 
paring for participation in the New England Contest Festival 
and plans to bring home a high rating. 


A Minstrel Show, given in the fall under the direction 
of the Music Supervisor and the valuable assistance of Mr. 
Stanley B. Goldman and the Faculty, “‘played to a capacity 
house” for two evenings. Specialty numbers and the chorus 
for the Show were made up almost entirely from members 
of the band majorettes, and choruses who gave many of 
their after-school hours for its preparation.

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REPORT OF THE SHOP DEPARTMENT 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


For another year the shop is laboring under difficulties. 
The materials needed for shop work are either non-existant 
or impossible to obtain. Good lumber is very hard to find, 
and that which is obtainable is very expensive. This in it- 
self is a real handicap. 


For a general project this year, we are building a new 
tool room, utilizing the space under the stairs of the boys’ 
entrance. This is a large space and by removing part of a 
wall, we have been able to make a door way, entering the 
Shop proper. We are building shelves and cabinets for 
tools and supplies. A number of useful projects for the 
school have been completed. This is good practical work, 
and we hope it will cultivate a little personal interest in 
the school among the boys. | 


In line with a previous suggestion, we have been able 
to have the circular saw rebuilt, and it now does very ac- 
curate work. The drill press has been equipped with a new 
chuck and spindle, and is now in first class condition. The 
jointer planer is still in the process of rebuilding. Because 
of the difficulty in getting repair parts, it has taken a long 
time to put these machines in a safe and accurate condition. 
However, we do feel that progress has been made. As 
conditions permit, it would be very desirable to add a shaper 
and a disk sander to the shop equipment. 


This year we are having double Shop periods. This 
is a real advantage over the old single period, because it 
enables the boys to really get something done on their pro- 
jects before the clean-up signal. We work with the idea 
that each year we will add to and improve the Shop Course, 
either as to equipment or projects, and by so doing, give 
each boy a respect for and a desire to be a good Craftsman.

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REPORT OF THE HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT ~ 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


This is a report of the work accomplished by the Home 
Economics Department during the past four months. 


The Cafeteria has been reorganized, both as to arrange- 
ment of equipment and the method of serving. This re- 
organization has made it possible to serve more students 
in a shorter period of time. We endeavor to serve a bal- 
anced, nutritious lunch every day, with as much variety as 
the present market conditions will permit. The students’ 
response and cooperation has been most gratifying. 


The food classes have double periods this year, thus 


enabling more thorough practice in both the preparation and — 


serving of foods. The aims of the food classes are: good 
nutrition, food preparation, including basic food principles, 


and table service and etiquette. Many fundamental rules | 


of cooking have been taught as well as the individual daily 
food requirements. Each girl works individually, thereby 
being personally responsible for the product she is pre- 


paring. Some practice in cooking in large quantities is — 


given the girls by their preparing dishes to be served in the 
Cafeteria. Some additional equipment is needed in the 
foods laboratory. 


The clothing classes also have double periods this year. 
This greatly assists the girls in the amount of work it is 


possible for them to accomplish. The aims of the clothing s 


classes are to acquaint the girls with the fundamental steps 


of garment construction, correct usage of the sewing ma- ~ 


chine and the selection of clothing as to the suitability and 
attractiveness. 
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My recommendation for another year is that a com- 
plete Home Economics Course be offered. This course in- 
cluding foods, clothing, Household Organization and Man- 
agement, Home Nursing and Dietetics. 


J wish to express my appreciation to Dr. Gotschall and 
the School Committee for their help and co-operation.

REPORT ON BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


- Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


This year physical education classes were introduced 
in the Senior-Junior High School curriculum. We began 
by holding classes for Grades nine through twelve and added 
Grades seven and eight a bit later. Grade six boys are now 
participating since the new school hours make it possible 
to include these boys. Altogether one hundred and forty- 
seven boys are enjoying the course. 


The boys have undergone a physical examination con- 
ducted by the school doctor and the school nurse. This 
examination included check-up on the heart, lungs, eyes, 
ears, nose, throat, blood pressure and feet. All must be 
_ physically fit to participate. Those who cannot participate 
with unlimited vigor are allowed to do a proportionate part 
of the activity as their condition permits. Not more than 
eight are unable to pursue the course. 


Facilities are limited to a certain extent. We played 
and exercised out-of-doors at the “sand bank” beside the 
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railroad tracks. This necessitated dangerous travel across 
Bedford Street. A large playground is vitally necessary to 
a physical education program. Strong Field is too distant 
for time allotted. 


The Objectives of the program are: 


A. Physical health and organic vigor 
1. General health 
2. Muscular strength 
3. Speed 
4. Co-ordination of mind and muscle 
5. Endurance 


B. Social traits and qualities of character 


. Initiative 

. Teamwork 

Leadership and followship 
Aggressiveness 

Sportsmanlike observance of rules 
Decisions of constituted authority 


C. Recreational Skills 

The course of study includes calisthenics, obstacle 
course running, skipping rope, tumbling, boxing, wrestling, 
basketball, volleyball, handball, horseshoes, ping pong, soft- 
ball, and track events. We are slowly accumulating such 
articles as boxing gloves, handballs, gym “‘potatoes” and 
other needed equipment for our program. Mr. Eastman’s 
shop department has helped immeasurably. 


D> OUR 09 DO 


The senior high boys have one hour per week participa- 
tion, the junior high boys approximately one-half hour per 
week. Th:se time allotments are’ exclusive of the time 
allowed for dressing and showering. 


This amount of time given per week per boy is in the 
eyes of leading physical education men only “wishful think- 
ing” as far as obtaining objectives is concerned. Some 
schools maintain a schedule of at least three hours per week 
per boy. It is to be hoped that we will progress toward 
such a goal. 
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Our gym is not a gym in the strictest sense, but an 
assembly hall and gym combined. This often results in 

_ physical education classes being skipped when seats must 
be upon the floor for other activities. Also gym equipment 
such as climbing ropes, etc. cannot be fastened to the ceiling. 


The boys’ reaction has been favorable. They look for- 
ward to the period. From their view-point, it is a break in 
the traditional school day. I sincerely hope that the idea 
of a full-time physical education program, taking its rightful 
place in our educational system, with the view of developing 
the “whole” child, strong mentally and physically, can be 
sold to the School Committee and the townspeople of East 
Bridgewater. If this aim is to be realized, it behooves the 
townspeople to obtain the outstanding physical necessities — 
a decent sized gymnasium and an adequate playground. 


In closing let me leave this thought. One way to 
strengthen democracy is to strengthen the bodies, minds, 
and characters of those who believe in it.

REPORT ON GIRLS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


The aims of our physical education program for girls 
are: 


1. To evaluate the physical condition of each girl in 
order to provide for individual differences in elim- 
inating weaknesses. 
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2. Universal participation by all girls in some activity. 


3. Instruction in individual sports to afford an op- 
portunity for the wise use of leisure. 


4. Instruction in group activities to develop a sense 
team play, good sportsmanship. 


5. Encouragement of sound hygienic practices. 


With the cooperation of the school nurse and physician, 
a medical examination was given all girls to determine their 
medical fitness for taking physical education. The examina- 
tion included a check of heart, lungs, and blood pressure. 
While this examination was necessarily cursory, it was thor- 
ough enough to bring to light certain medical weaknesses. 
Girls found to have slight impairments are assigned to 
limited activity. We are happy to report that only a small 
percentage of the girls fall into this category. 


During the early part of October, we administered a 
very thorough orthopedic examination. This included the 
examination of and recording of the position of head, 
shoulders, scapular, vertabrae, and the feet. This examina- 
tion revealed a need for work on posture. The general 
posture of the girls in the school is below average. Speci- 
fic weaknesses were pointed out to pupils individually and 
advice was given to help them eliminate posture and foot 
faults. 


It should be noted that corrective gymnastics is not 
given much support by leading physical educators. It is 
true that in individual cases trained orthopedic specialists 
can eliminate certain posture defects. It would seem that 
the adage, “‘as the twig is bent, the tree’s inclined” is more 
applicable to the problem of posture in public school sys- 
tems. - With the exception of malformations and serious 
orthopedic defects, posture problems can best be solved 
through the development of proper habits of standing, sit- 
ting, and walking. It is obvious that until a general physical 
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education program, embracing all grades, can be established, 
too much progress along this line cannot be expected. 


Since October, we have organized physical education in 
grades seven through twelve. The program includes cales- 
thenics and drill, dancing, games of low organization, and 
lead-up games for basketball. Our equipment to date pro- 
vides for a very meager program. While we realize “Rome 
wasn’t built in a day” it is becoming increasingly obvious 
that unless we can present a more diversified program, the 
enthusiasm upon which the success of such work depends 
will be lost. 


A girls’ basketball team for beginners has been organ- 
ized. Inadequate allotment of time has interrupted this 
part of our program. However, it is hoped that the team 
will soon know enough of the fundamentals to be ready for 
interscholastic competition. May we note that we strenu- 
ously object to the policy of playing girls’ teams as pre- 
liminaries to boys’ varsity competition. The harm done to 
adolescents by the excitement and strain alone of such con- 
tests cannot be estimated. We would prefer the develop- 
ment of afternoon games in which friendly competition and 
play for the joy of playing rather than winning would be 
the keynote. 


Suggestions: 

1. An adequate outdoor play field should be made avail- 
able to provide for such sports as soccer, softball, 
archery, tennis, and golf. 

2. The girls’ shower room is not only inadequate, but 
unhygienic. More showers than the present four 
are needed. Each locker is used by three to four 
girls. Needless to say, such conditions are hardly 
conductive to the encouragement of good hygiene. 

3. In order to fulfill the desire of many pupils, some 
provision should be made for extra-curricula athle- 
tics in the form of a girls’ athletic association.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


In writing this year’s report, I will first record the 
developments that are satisfactory. One was our low rate 
of contagion, namely, mumps 11; chicken pox 7; and whoop- 
ing cough 15, indicating a very healthy year. This was 
partly due to the cooperation of the parents in giving pre- 
ventive serum as in whooping cough. Also, we were for- 
tunate that in many instances children contracted a disease 
during a vacation period, Parents as a whole are becoming 
more conscientious about keeping their own child from 
exposing others. 


This year for the first time we used the new State 
equipment for eye testing. This tests for three defects in- 
stead of one, namely —— muscle imbalance, far sightedness, 
and visual acuity. However parents should realize that this 
report gives merely a clue to eyestrain. A specialist should 
determine to what extent the eyes are defective. In a num- 
ber of instances, children had complained of their eyes and 
yet passed the old method of testing. With this new equip- 
ment we have been able to find the reason and direct them 
to further care. There were 67 defective slips sent home in 
grades six through twelve: 50 defective slips sent home in 
grades one through six. I have personally taken eleven 
pupils to an eye specialist. One of which received care from 
the School Health Fund which was benefited by the Woman’s 
Club donation. 


With the addition of Physical Education in High 
School as a compulsory subject, every pupil from grade nine 
through twelve received a physical examination by the 
school physician in September and early October before they 
were allowed to participate in strenuous activities. This 
included blood pressure and the boys examined for hernia. 
In a few instances we had cases of hernia which have al- 
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ready been operated on, also, beginning hernias which are 
being watched. Previously pupils received physicals only 
as far as the eighth grade. Also, all pupils are required 
by State Law to have a foot examination each year. Those 
with defects will be referred to an orthopedic clinic or 
specialist. This work has doubled the Health program in 
the high school. 


Every pupil in grades one to eight inclusive received 
a dental inspection by the school dentist. There were 286 
defective slips sent home. 170 certificates for good teeth. 
This is not a record to be proud of. I believe this is due in 
part to not having a dental clinic for the past two years. 


Again in 1945 the Audiometer test was omitted by the 
State as in previous war years. We are to have it again 
this year. 


For the third successive year, all entering pupils were 
requested to register at a special clinic in June. There were 
forty-four pupils registered, weighed, measured and had 
dental inspection. Thirty-two were examined by the school 
physician; twelve were to go to their own doctor or to Dr. 
Morris’ office. The school physician; school dentist; Mrs. 
Keith, the Public Health nurse; and myself all contributed 
to the success of the clinic. 


The consumption of milk in the school has not been as 
satisfactory as previous years, partly due to the fact that 
we are no longer able to purchase chocolate flavored milk. 
A representative of the Hood Company interviewed us and 
we are to have some educational films in the Spring. Mean- 
time I have given health talks and literature and posters 
have been distributed. It has been interesting to note that 
during this epidemic of colds the room with the highest 
record for milk had the lowest rate in absences from colds. 


At Dr. Morris’ suggestion I have tried to start a pro- 
gram in posture work. Lack of time is the only set back. 
Through the cooperation of the Physical Education Depart- 
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ment and Dr. Gotschall, we were able to show some excel- 
lent posture films to grades three through twelve as an 
introduction to posture work.

Elementary grades weighed and meas- 
ured in October, February, and May. 


Frequent cleanlindss inspections regu- 
larly, also inspection for contagion. 


In closing this report I wish to say that the Health 
Program in the public schools is given excellent co-operation 
by Dr. Gotschall, Mrs.;Murray, and all teachers in town, 
which adds to the efficiency of the work.

The building committee applied to the Federal Gass 


ernment for a grant of money to be used in preparation — 


of plans and specifications for the erection of the build- 
ing. This grant has been approved by the government 
and is obtainable by the town. 


The committee has discussed the type and size of — 
building it would recommend, together with the furnish- — 
ing to be included. The school committee and the ele- — 
mentary teachers have been asked to give their sugges- 


tions. The committee has spent two days visiting 


buildings recommended by the State Department of Edu- — 
cation and by four of the five different firms of architects | 


which have been interviewed to date. 


The committee makes the following recommenda- _

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Report of Board of Selectmen 


The 1946 legislature adopted an act requiring the es- 
tablishment of a Veterans’ Service Department and the ap- 
pointment of a Director who shall be a veteran to head the 
department. Mr. W. Earle Dougherty, a veteran of World © 
War I was appointed as Director. A small appropriation 
was asked for at a special town meeting to provide for a 
salary of $25.00 per month for the balance of 1946! Start- 
ing with 1947 a number of changes will become effective 
regarding payments made for soldiers’ relief and benefits. 
If the requirements laid down by the State are met a sub- 
stantial portion of the payments made for veterans’ benefits 
will be reimbursed by the State. It is the belief of the 
Board of Selectmen that, in order to qualify, the Veterans’ 
Service Department must be established on a full time 
basis and an office maintained for the department. ‘The use 
of the Selectmen’s room has been granted for this purpose 
and the salary of the Director was set at $2,000 per year 
from January 1, 1947. The town has approximately 600 
veterans eligible for veterans’ benefits and as members of a 
veteran’s family are also eligible for certain benefits the 
possible growth of the department is substantial. 


The disastrous fire which destroyed. the Allen School in 
July required the School Committee to secure temporary — 
quarters for school purposes before the opening of the — 
schools in September. Upon request of the School Com- 
mittee the use of the Town Hall was authorized. 


Rl A Rt i ee 


A settlement was made with the fire insurance com- 
panies for the full amount of the insurance namely $30;254 — 
on the building and $4,594.62 on the contents. By vote of a 
special town meeting the insurance received on the contents — 
was transferred to the school appropriation for use in re- 4 
placing the supplies lost and $5,000 was transferred to be 7 
used in converting the Town Hall for school purposes. The © 
balance of $25,254 remains in a special deposit to be applied — 
on the cost of the new school building. A contract was — 


17 


made whereby the remains of the Allen School were to be 
removed without cost to the Town, all salvage materials 


with the exception of undamaged toilet facilities to become 


the property of the contractor Bernard L. Dame of Whitman. 


Sealed bids were advertised for, looking to the removal 
of the buildings on the Calliendo property. <A high bid of 
$835.00 from Bernard L. Dame for the house and barn was 
accepted calling for all material to be removed from the 
premises. The small shed was retained on request of the 
School Building Committee. 


During the year the Eastville school property was 
turned over to the Board of Selectmen for disposal. Due to 
the difficulty in establishing a clear title to the land con- 
siderable delay was encountered but the Board felt it worth 
while to look up the old records so that the property could 
be sold in its entirety. The property was sold at public 
sale on December 28th for $2,000. We feel that if the 
building alone had been sold to be removed from the lot 
a-much smaller sum would have been realized. 


A substantial improvement was made in the highway 
system with the building of the new bridge on Spring Street 
under a Chapter 90 appropriation. The original cost es- 
timate of the engineers was found to be too high and the 
excess funds were used to build about 900 feet of new road. 
Before the road was built a six inch water main was installed 
by the Water Department. 


The increasing demands made on the Police Depart- 
ment are a matter which must be given consideration by the 
Town before long. The Board authorized the employment 
by the Police Department of an officer to patrol the central 
area at night during the summer months. A number of 
robberies had been made in Brockton and diagrams found 
by the Brockton Police indicated that robberies had been 
planned in surrounding towns. 


Repeated requests have been received for traffic pro- 
tection for the Elmwood School children many of whom 
must cross the dangerous intersection of routes 18 and 106. 
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At the present time the school custodian has been hired 
for traffic duty at the necessary hours, but we feel it should 
be handled by a police officer with authority to take action 
against traffic violations. The Town requires the services 
of a full time police officer and we recommend it for con- 
sideration. 

Conditions at the Town dump made it necessary to 
employ a caretaker during the year at $20.00 per week. 
A sufficient appropriation is requested in the budget to 
continue this program. In a short period of two or three 
weeks the careless dumping blocked all access to the dump 
and a bulldozer was needed to push the refuse over the bank. 
The fire department was called out for dump fires on a 
number of occasions and the lessor became so dissatisfied — 
with the conditions that immediate action had to be taken. 
A bulldozer was again hired to pile the refuse in its proper 
place and a caretaker hired to keep it in order. Since 
that time no more calls have been made on the fire depart- 
ment and the dump presents an orderly appearance at all 
times, 


In accordance with a vote at the bi-ennial State elec- 
tion the Town is to have a retirement system for all town 
employees. The system will start to operate in July and an 
appropriation of $1,000 is to be asked for at the annual 
meeting at the suggestion of the County Treasurer. No es- 
timate can be made at this time of the probable cost when 
the plan is in operation.

At a special Town Meeting the Town voted to accept 
certain roads in the Robin’s Pond area as public ways. A 
considerable amount of taxable property is contained in 
the area and the Board acted on this matter on the request 
of the property owners who petitioned for the acceptance 
some time ago. | 


Three new members were appointed to the Finance 
Board to fill vacancies caused by resignations. We feel 
that the Finance Board is most important, particularly in 
view of the serious financial problems facing our Town. In 
addition to the increased costs in all departments, a heavy 
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bonded debt must be incurred to build a new school when 
conditions permit. 


Under the leadership of Chairman Leland, the Finance 
Board is requiring all departments to stand a careful ex- 
amination of their expenditures. Several meetings with 
the Board of Selectmen have been scheduled subsequent to 
the writing of this report and the final budget figures will 
not be known for some weeks. We earnestly request the 
support of their recommendations by the Town Meeting. 
The current financial condition of the Town is the best for 
many years, but higher costs make an increase in the 1947 
tax rate appear inevitable. The size of the increase will 
depend upon the care exercised by the voters at the annual 
Town Meeting.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Trustees of the 
Kast Bridgewater Public Library: 


If it were possible to choose a time to make an annual 
report, mid-year would give the most interesting picture. 
In September, the children’s room is in party dress for the 
Vacation Reading Club, the summer patrons are coming in 
the library to say good-bye, and old friends of the library 
are looking over the book lists with a thought of long winter 
evenings ahead. The schools are open and pupils and 
teachers use the library as their own. 


As the months go by, our program for adults is 
strengthened. Churches, clubs and organizations come for 
suggestions in working out programs, many groups and 
committees hold meetings in the library, and veterans come 
with questions that vary from basic classrooms problems to 
building and maintaining a home. By December 31, we are 
at the peak of our year’s work and it is always a little diffi- 
cult to realize that statistics must be compiled and plans 
formulated for another year. 


If the figures only in this report are taken as the gauge 
of the library’s usefulness, it would appear that the library 
functioned with customary procedure and with little pro- 
gress. Examined carefully, however, the figures present a 
picture of the enlarged place the library occupies in the 
town and what lies ahead for it to accomplish in the future. 


BOOKS LENT FOR HOME USE 


International relations had a strong bearing on the use 
of books in both fiction and non-fiction. In the adult de- 
partment books on the subject of post war employment and 


housing were in much demand. There was a marked in- 


crease in the use of books on philosophy, social problems 
and government. 
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Of the 61,431 books lent for home use during the year, 
37,886 were from the adult department and 23,545 were 
from the junior department. The circulation of books was 
15.3 per capita. | 


JUNIOR DEPARTMENT 


Books for state certificates were read and reported on 
throughout the year and a Vacation Reading Club was con- 
ducted during the summer. Books to be read were selected 
by the Children’s Librarian from the State Reading List 
compiled by specialists in the field under the direction of 
the Division of Public Libraries of the Massachusetts De- 


partment of Education. Story hours were continued and 


through interesting displays boys and girls were stimulated 
to read books on currently important subjects such as tol- 
erance and inter-cultural relations. ) 


The division of the duties in work with young people 


has made a richer library program for the children in town. — 


Mrs. Esther Moorhouse is in charge of the work with 


children from pre-school age through the eighth grade, and 


Mrs. Grace Eastman is the high school reference librarian. 


BOOKS BORROWED 


Through inter-library loan service it was possible to 


borrow 75 books not owned by the library.’ In addition to q 


these requested books, collections of books in Italfan and 
Portuguese were borrowed for three month periods. 


BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS 
The library building was repointed, the brick work 


cleaned and a coat of linseed oil was applied. A new, — 
waterproof tile floor was laid in the vestibule, and window ~ 
sills, doors and ventilator were painted.

made possible under a special appropriation.

Not so many years ago, it was the custom for the libra- 
rian to sit and wait for the public to come to the library, but 
today the librarian goes outside the walls to tell the public 
about the library. Staff members gave book reviews during 
the year and on June 6 entertained the Old Colony Library 
Club. This was made possible by the courtesy of the School 
Department in granting us the use of the High School 
auditorium. 

The library staff has membership in the Old Colony 
Library Club, the Massachusetts Library Association, and 
the American Library Association. The librarian is vice- 
president of the Massachusetts Library Association. 


GIFTS 


During the year we have accepted with grateful appre- 
ciation gifts of books, magazines, clippings, newspapers, 
and flowers. <A beautiful bookplate was designed for the 
Charles F. Mann Collection and was presented to the library 
by Mrs. Leon E. Keith. 


STATISTICS 


The library was open 303 days—60 hours a week during 
school months, and 30 hours a week during July and August.

The library received 5 magazines and 2 newspapers by 
gift and purchased 65 magazines. 

On December 31, 1946, the library contained 17,170

: As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 

and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1945, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
_ and verified by comparison with the books kept by the ac- 
counting officer. The recorded receipts were compared with 
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the treasurer’s books and with the records of the several 
departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection. The records of disbursements were 
checked with the treasury warrants and with the payments 
as shown by the treasurer’s books. 


The general and appropriation ledgers were analyzed, 
the appropriations and transfers as recorded were checked 
with town clerk’s record of town meetings and with 
the records of the finance committee, the necessary ad- 
justing entries resulting from the audit of the several de-

cember 31, 1945. 


The books and accounts in the treasurer’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
analyzed and compared with the records in the several de- 
partments in which money was collected for the town, and 
with the other sources from which money was paid into 
the tewn treasury. The disbursements were checked with 
the warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
funds. 


The footings of the cash book were verified, and the 
cash balance on March 6, 1946 was proved by actual count 
of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amount falling due and 
with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing — 


the investment of the trust and investment funds were 
examined and listed, the income being proved and the trans- 
fers to the town being verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and listed. The taxes transferred by 
the collector were proved, the reported redemptions and 
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sales were checked with the treasurer’s receipts, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The tax, departmental, and 
water accounts outstanding according to the previous ex- 
amination and the subsequent commitments were audited 
and proved to the warrants issued for their collection. The 
recorded receipts were checked with the payments to the 
town treasurer, the abatements were compared with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant them, and 
the cutstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the respective controlling accounts in the ledger. 


The outstanding tax, departmental, and water accounts 
were verified by mailing notices to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received it appears that the ac- 
counts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the se- 
lectmen, town clerk, and the health department were ex- 
amined and checked, and the payments to the State and to 
the town treasurer were verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures, and 
of all other departments collecting money for the town or 
committing bills for collection were examined and reconciled 
with the town treasurer’s receipts and the records of the 
accounting officer. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax 
title, departmental, and water accounts, together with tables 
showing the condition and transactions of the trust and

1946, taking over the duties of Soldiers’ Relief Agent, and 
coordinating other Services to the Veteran and his de- 
pendents.

Among the duties of the Director are: 


Receiving all applications for Veterans’ Benefits and 
investigating the needs and qualifications of the claimant | 
as required by the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services. 


Furnishing such advice and assistance to the Veteran 
or his dependents as will enable him to procure the benefits: 
to which he may be entitled, regarding employment, voca- 
tional or other educational opportunities, medical care, hos- — 
pitalization, pensions and other Veterans’ Benefits. 


The Department also records and certifies discharges, — 
furnishes photo-static copies, and assists the Veteran in 
making application for Terminal Leave pay and State Bonus. 


The office was open only two evenings each week until 
January 1st, 1947 when it became necessary to have a full 
time Director of Veterans’ Services.

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Report of World War Il Memorial | 


Commnittee 


World War If Memorial Committee was authorized by 
vote under Article 17 at the Town Meeting, March 4, 1946. 


The committee appointed by the moderator met at the 
Public Library on May 15, 1946. At that time, it was de- 
cided to contact all World War II veterans through a form 
letter, which offered suggestions as to a future World War 
II Memorial and asked for suggestions other than those 
mentioned. Twenty-eight written and thirty-five verbal 
_ replies were received, the large majority of them favoring 
a Public Auditorium with recreational facilities. 


On July 31, 1946 a meeting was held and it was decided 
to send more letters to veterans making a total of three 
hundred fifty letters mailed. At a meeting December 4, 
1946, it was voted to send letters to Fred Bates Morse Post, 
A. L., No. 91 and to East Bridgewater veterans of World 
War II of the Veterans of Foreign Wars Post in Bridge- 
water inviting them to send representatives to confer with 
the committee at a meeting on January 9, 1947. 


The Committee met on January 9, 1947 with repre- 
sentatives of the Fred Bates Morse Post, A. L., No. 91. 
The Legion representatives expressed the opinion, that in 
the event a building is erected quarters should be provided 
for patriotic organizations. The committee in agreement 
expressed the opinion, that when or if a building is erected, 
space should be provided for veterans quarters and with 
room for town offices, realizing however, that with the 
present school.building program no building could be started 
until sometime in the future. 
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The committee presents this‘ report of progress and is 
ready to receive suggestions from townspeople, who are 
interested in World War II Memorial.

After over four years of service, the 9th Co., 25th, 
-MS.G. have disbanded, effective Oct. 31, 1946, by order of 
the Adjutant General. The company was organized on 
July 29, 1942 and since that time one hundred and six (106) 
men have served with the company. Of this number sixty- 
five members have left to enter the Federal Service, and 
one was killed in action on the European front. During the 
_ service of the company it has been mobilized several times 

for emergency work, and saw active duty in both hurricanes, 
the Sharon fire, and while in training at Camp O’Connor, 
Framingham, Mass. In August, 1945, it was-one of the 
companies ordered out by Governor Tobin, in the search for 
little Judy Gegan who was lost in Marshfield, and later 
: found washed up on the beach at Wollaston. Also this past 
summer it was mobilized for the Cape fire. All 1st and 2nd 
Lts. and enlisted men have been given their honorable dis- 
charge certificates. All Federal and State Property has 
been shipped back to the supply depot, and all Town property 
has been returned to the Board of Selectmen, all bills have 
been paid, and no outstanding bills now remain against the 
Town, or the 9th Co.,25th Inf., M.S.G. The men who served 
with the 9th Co. deserve a lot of credit for their voluntary 
service for the past four and one half years to the State, 
Town, and County. Their service was given without pay. 
These men gave two nights a week and ten days in training 
at an army camp each summer, of their time They spent 
_ money from their own pocket, used their cars, and asked 
nothing in return. Whenever an order was received to 


mobilize the company, these men turned out one hundred © 


percent. And they were trained and ready for any duty 
they might be called on to perform. As Commanding Offi- 
cer of the 9th Co., 25th Inf., I commend each and every man 
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under my command for a duty well performed. During the 
service of the 9th Co. we had the honor of receiving several 
commendations, and at our last federal inspection, the honor 
ef having Gov. Maurice Tobin pay us a surprise visit. In 
leaving the service of the State, the Board of Selectmen 
have received a certificate of merit signed by Gov. Maurice 
Tobin expressing appreciation for the meritorious service 
rendered by the company.

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Report of School Building Committee 


During the year of 1946, the Committee held eleven ~ 


meetings at which time considerable progress was made. 
Acting in accordance with a vote passed at the annual town 


meeting in 1946, the Committee has proceeded with the 


study to have plans and specifications for a new grade 
school building prepared to present at some future’ town 
meeting. The Perry, Shaw and Hepburn Firm of Archi- 


tects in Boston was selected to serve as the architects for — 
the new building. Under their guidance, the land has been: — 


surveyed and test borings have been made to establish the 
fact that the land is suitable for building purposes. 


The Committee carefully considered the type of build- 
ing desired and used every known method to assist in the 
_ planning. A number of schools suggested by the State De- 
partment of Education were visited. All the elementary 
teachers were asked to give their suggestions and a con- 
siderable amount of literature dealing with elementary 
schools was read and considered. All our ideas were sub- 


mitted to the architects for their guidance in the drawing 


of plans. 


Preliminary sketches and plans were drawn and pre- 


sented to the Committee for their consideration. After 
some study, it was decided to place them on display in the “ 


window of a local insurance company. A number of good 
suggestions and comments were received from this public 


presentation. The School Committee also inspected and 4.9 


discussed the plans. 


The essential features include, 16 classrooms, a large 
kindergarten room, an assembly hall suitable for school use, __ 
a cafeteria for the preparation of school lunches to be used 
in connection with the assembly hall, rhedical suites with 
quarters for the school nurse, school physician and school a 


dentist and the necessary administrative offices. 
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- The Committee is asking the Selectmen to place sketches 
_ of the floor plans in the annual town report in order that 


all our citizens may have an opportunity to learn more about | 


the plan of the building. 


While this does not appear to be a suitable time to con- 

struct the building, the Committe believes that we should 

- do everything possible by way of preparation in order to be 

ready when the right time comes. We believe the plans 

should be completed and that finances should be set at this 

time in order to reduce the financial load when the time for 
construction comes.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Kast Bridgewater: 

My ninth annual report as superintendent of schools is 
submitted for your consideration. The year 1946 presented 
this department with many problems which varied greatly 
in scope; however, I do not believe the children have suffered 
as a result. : 


ALLEN SCHOOL FIRE 5 


The greatest single obstacle to overcome was the loss 
of the Allen School by fire on the morning of July 4th. The 
building was a complete loss in-so-far as any future hous- 
ing of school children was concerned. The School Committee 
and Selectmen made certain agreements whereby the Town 
Hall could be used for school purposes and the High School 
Assembly Hall could be used for Town Meetings. 


It was necessary to renovate the Town Hall consider- 
ably to make it suitable for school purposes. By starting 
to work seriously on this problem by July 10th, we were able 
to have the building ready for occupancy when school started 
September 4th. 


All our school furniture, books, and supplies were — 
burned, making it necessary to place orders for new equip- 
ment. Not all of this material was received by the opening 
of school, but enough was obtained to make it possible to 
open as planned. 


While we in the School Department are thankful for 
the facility with which we were able to handle our housing 
problem, we would not want anyone to get the mistaken 
idea that the Town Hall represents a satisfactory school 
building or that our housing of grades four, five, and six at 
the high school is satisfactory. These appeared to be the 
best make-shift arrangements we could contrive in the time 
available. We wish to invite all the citizens to visit the 
Town Hall School to see the conditions there.

SOME HIGH SCHOOL PROBLEMS 


Here, the greatest problem is caused by lack of space 
inside and outside of the building. There doesn’t appear to 
be anything that can be done about the conditions inside the 
building until such time as more housing facilities can be 
provided. The crowded condition outside of the building 
can be overcome by the purchase of land from the Tony 
Appledorn Estate. I recommend that the Town purchase this 
land at the earliest possible moment. Because of its ready 
access to the school building, this land can be used for play 
purposes and also for physical education exercises. At 
present, we find it necessary to take these classes approx- 
imately one-quarter of a mile from the building to have 
outside exercise. 


We have always had trouble with water leakage in the 
~ addition at the high school. We think we have found the 
answer to the problem this past summer. When the build- 
ing was built, the copper flashing was nailed to the roofing 
boards with galvanized nails then a tar surface was placed 
over the top. When we flooded the roof, we found the places 
where the leaks were occurring and started to make the 
necessary repairs. We found that the galvanized nails had 
been eaten away by chemical reaction and that the flashing 
needed to be renailed with copper nails. This was done on 
all the roof of the addition and we haven’t had any water 
come through since. I hope I won’t have to make an apol- 
ogetic report on this problem at the end of 1947. 


Since we believe we have found the answer to the 
leakage problem, we shall undertake to re-plaster and re- 
paint some of the classrooms in 1947. We have been follow- 
ing some good advice in postponing this work until we could 
correct the troubles outside the building. 


THE ELEMENTARY BUILDING PROGRAM 


The Building Committee has appointed the firm of 
Perry, Shaw and Hepburn of Boston as the architects for 
the construction of the new elementary school. The school 

lot has been surveyed and test borings have been made. The 


architects have drawn preliminary plans of the proposed 

building. These plans have been discussed with the Build- 

ing Committee and have been on display for two weeks in 

the windows of the Edson Insurance Office. We hope that 

building conditions may make it feasible to build in the near 

future. 3 
THE LUNCH PROGRAM 


We have investigated the desirability of applying for 


permission to participate in the Community School Lunch — 


Program which is sponsored by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ments of Education and Public Welfare and supported by 
the United States Department of Agriculture. We found 


the objectives of the program were: 1. To encourage in- ~~ 


creased consumption of foods in temporary abundance and 
to aid American farmers in the long-term. development of 
better domestic markets for agricultural commodities. 2. 
To assist local communities in the development, maintenance, 
operation, and expansion of programs providing adequate 
lunches to children in schools, in order to streng ten the 
nutritional status of the Nation’s children. 


The School Committee has authorized the Supe tete : 
dent to apply for permission to participate in the program, 


and a favorable reply has been received from the Depart- 


ment. During the month of December, we’ participated, 


thereby receiving aid on all hot lunches served and all milk 
sold in the schools. Along with this food assistance, there 
is available some non-food assistance which is given to help 
provide facilities for serving hot lunches. We have applied 
for funds to equip the lunch program at the Town Hall 


School and have received approval of our application. We 
hope to be able to start serving hot lunches there soon ae 


school opens in January. 


OUR TESTING PROGRAM 


As a part of our guidance program, we have done con- — 
siderable testing in 1946. The present ninth and eleventh 


grades have been tested by the Boston University Special 
Testing Service. The ninth grade was tested in May to de- 


vs.) ve 
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termine more accurately the wisest choice of high school 
program. The eleventh grade was tested in October to in- 
dicate special interests, skills, aptitudes, and abilities of the 
students. The members of the Junior Class, their parents, 
members of the School Committee, and the faculty held a 
meeting at which time the results of the tests were given. 
Those parents who attended had an opportunity to confer 
with Professor Thacker who presented the test results. The 
‘individual counselling work will be done by Miss Anne R. 
MeNally, our Guidance Director. 


I believe that I would be missing an opportunity if I did 


- not divulge some of the results of the tests. Our eleventh 


grade is decidedly above the average eleventh grade in New 
England and somewhat above the similar grade -in the 


_, nation asa whole. The part that pleases me most is the fact 


that the class is very much above normal in their ability to 
do problem work in arithmetic. This ability proves that our 
schools are doing good work in reading and in the arithmetic 
processes. 


3 During the year our school department was selected as 
one of 256 in the Nation to cooperate with the World Book 
Publishing Company in the revision of the Metropolitan 
Achievement Test. In May, we gave the Pintner General 
Ability test from which the I. Q. of each child was obtained. 
This information was used in connection with the Metropol- 
itan tests which were given in October. The results of these 
tests give further indication that our schools are entirely 
_ up to standard or above it. We have just completed a survey 
of the last two graduating classes and find that over half of 
these former students are either continuing their education 
‘or are now in active military service. Weare happy to have 
eight veterans return to our school, five as post graduates 
and three as undergraduates. 


PERSONNEL 


We were unusually fortunate this past year in having 
only three faculty changes. Mrs. Mary R. Pimental, a 
teacher of English in grades VIII, IX, and X, resigned be- 
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cause her husband returned from service. Her position was 
filled by the appointment of Mrs. Audrey E. Scheffler of 
Bridgewater. Mrs. Scheffler graduated from Pembroke Col- 
lege, Brown University and did one year of teacher training 
work at Bridgewater Teachers College. She has had nine 
years experience. 


Miss Angela J. Latorella, teacher of commercial sub- 
jects, resigned to be married. Her. place was taken by Miss 
Grace M. Dunn who graduated from Boston University and 
has had five years of teaching experience. 


Miss Mabel W. Ballentine who taught grades III, IV, 


and V at the Elmwood School resigned to take a more lu- | 


crative position in Connecticut. We were fortunate in ob- 
taining Miss Clara R. Pallatroni to fill this position. She is 
a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers On and has had 
four vears experience. 


We are glad to welcome back Mr. Emery S. Loud and 
Miss Ruth G. Evans. Mr. Loud has been in service for three 


and one-half years and is now acting as Vice Principal of the 
Senior High School and teaching three classes. Miss Evans ~ 


has been absent from her nursing duties the past two years 
to care for her mother who was ill. 


CONCLUSION | ae atin 
It wish to thank the teachers for their loyalty during 


the year. The success of the school system depends largely 
on the energy which the teachers are willing to exert. It 


has been a pleasure to work with the Committee in the solu- — 


tion of all problems pertaining to the schools. I hope the 
year 1947 may be as pleasant as the past. year has been.

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REPORT OF THE VICE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


| -_ May I submit my first report as Vice Principal of the 
East Bridgewater Senior High School for the period Janu- 
ary 20, 1946 to December 31, 1946. 


Our problems during the year have multiplied due to 
the disastrous fire of last July. There has been, however, 
such a spirit of friendliness and cooperation on behalf of 
‘both students and faculty that these problems have been 
reduced to a minimum. In spite of facilities taxed to the 
limit, we have had a busy and productive year. 


Cessation of hostilities has brought back to us seven 
veterans, four as undergraduates and three doing post- 
graduate work. The work and attitude of these returning 
yong men has been excellent and a source of inspiration to 
the remainder of the student body. 


Current living demands a background in the physical 
and biological sciences greater than ever before. Our present 
science facilities are not adequate even for the present pro- 
gram. It is recommended that the extension of the present 
facilities be made a matter for future consideration to in- 
clude laboratory provisions for biological and general science 
and an increase and modernization of the present accommo- 
dation for chemistry and physics. 


The program of health and physical development has 
included a complete physical and dental check-up of all 
students and recemmendations sumitted to parents concern- 
ing defects found. Our program of physical education de- 
votes a period weekly to fundamental exercises and play 
experiences. Our wartime experience has brought out one 
lack in our program, that of facilities to teach the funda- 
mentals of swimming and to make the ability to swim a 
requirement for graduation.

Dear Dr. Gotschall: 
I submit to you my annual report for the school year of 
1946. 


The general organization of the junior high school re- 
mains the same as last year. It does attempt to meet the 
new educational trends, however, it is handicapped by the 
present overcrowded conditions in existence in our building. 


The management of a school system is like that of any 
other business — it involves the retention and acquisition 
of efficient employees, an adequate supply of necessary ma- 
terial and equipment housed in well heated, scientifically 
lighted, properly ventilated buildings with attractive sur- 
roundings. 


Without a doubt we are not meeting the specifications 
of a well heated shower room. The lack of space, unat- 
tractive surroundings to the rear of the building, and in- 
adequate playground space has been called to your attention 
and that of the public many times and for the sake of the 
record is mentioned in this report. 


In order to provide the school children of East Bridge- 
water with the above mentioned desirable features together 
with ample space for outdoor sports and recreation under 
school control, relief from the overcrowded conditions in our 
building is necessary. The needs of the art, music, physical 
education, audio-visual and other departments could then be 
met by re-arranging the present building. 


Arrangements were made with Boston University, 
School and College Relations, Special Testing Service to ad- 
minister Aptitude tests to all pupils of grade eight. The 
results of these examinations have proved to be very much 
worthwhile as they show strength and weakness in Fields 
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of Interest, Mental Maturity, Reading Comprehension, Me- M 


chanical Aptitudes, and Speed and Accuracy. In studying as 
the results of these tests, one is convinced of the need of — 


professional training for the interpretation of this type ae

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


During the year 1946, the school health program was 
carried on by two nurses. The first part of this report will 
be the interpretation of Mrs. Elizabeth Cochrane’s records 
(January through June). The second part will include work 
done by myself (September through December). 


JANUARY THROUGH JUNE, 1946 


Routine school work was carried on as follows: 


School visits 262 
Special attention, including 

first aid to 1030 pupils 
Recommended for exclusion 56 pupils 
Ii] children carried home 59 
Children referred to school physician 6 
Interviews with parents 200 


Communicable disease was low with a report of only 
one case of scarlet fever, three cases of chicken pox, and 
seventeen cases of measles. However, during the summer 
months, there were many more cases of measles. 


_ Assistance was given Drs. Morris and Hurlburt in the 
completion of the physical examinations. 


| Posture work with the assistance of Miss Bond from 
the Massachusetts Department of Health was started in the 
elementary grades. 


In the follow-up for physical defects, one child was 
transported to the Massachusetts General Hospital, four 
children to Eye Specialists in Brockton and seven children 
to the Orthopedic Clinic in Brockton. 


The Schick Test for diphtheria was administered to 
250 children in grades one through grades five. Immuniza- 
tion treatments ' were given to 33 children who reacted 
positively to the test, also to 10 other children. 
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Through the courtesy of the Massachusetts Department 
of Health, the audiometer became available again for the 
hearing tests. The test was given in grades three through 
grades twelve with results showing only eight pupils with 


hearing loss. Through a fund available for Plymouth 
County Hard of Hearing, three pupils were aided in their 


defect by lip reading instruction given twice weekty by Miss 


Harriet Gibson of Brockton. 


The annual registration of entering first grade children 
together with weighing and measuring, dental and physical 


examinations were carried on as usual. There are no figures — 


available as to results. 


SEPTEMBER THROUGH DECEMBER, 1946 


Before beginning my report, I wish to express my 
pleasure in being back again and to thank all teachers, 
parents and children for their friendliness and cooperation. 


Although valuable health records were saved from the 


Allen School fire, they were in poor condition and. nearly 
all of them needed re-copying. Files and first aid boxes are 
still in the process of being cleaned and repainted. How- 


ever, good health quarters, which aid tremendously in 


_ earrying out a good health program, are now established at 
the Town Hall. 


Routine school work was carried on as follows: 


School visits 132 
Special attention including first aid to 419 
Recommended for exclusion 100 
Il] children carried home 716 
Children referred to Dr. Hurlburt 6 
Interviews with parents 166 


Examination of feet in elementary grades 
Classroom and individual inspections for 
cleanliness and contagion. 


Assistance was given Dr. Hurlburt in his extensive 


physical examination of pupils in the Senior-Junior High 
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School. This examination included weighing and measur- 
ing, blood pressure, examination of skin, eyes, ears, nose, 
- throat, heart, lungs, and feet. Results of the examination 
showed the following: Five girls showed an overweight 
condition, four cases of skin disease but all under treatment, 
_ fifteen cases of hardened wax in ears, six slight deviated 
septums, eight pupils with enlarged tonsils, five reportable 
heart conditions, many cases of flat feet, but only two show- 
ing symptoms. Conferences were held with pupils showing 
defects and notices were sent home to parents. Already a 
good start has been made toward corrections. As a result 
of the above examinations, five pupils were barred from 
taking part in physical educational activities. 


Assistance was given Dr. Fraser in his annual! dental 
examination. This year pupils in grades nine through 
twelve were included. Records show the following results:

The examination revealed 37 children with a perfect set 
of teeth. Notices of dental defects were sent to 482 parents 
with a return of 400 papers stating necessary dental work 
' would be done. It is hoped that before school closes in June 
much of this correction will be made. 


This fall two school children were stricken with polio- 
myelitis. In both instances, the cases were non-paralytic 
and the children made a rapid recovery. Due to the high 
incidence of diphtheria in the state, the East Bridegwater 
Board of Health conducted two diphtheria clinics in the high 
school. Much appreciation is extended to Dr. Hurlburt, Mrs. 
Forest Cousins, Mrs. Henry Perkins, Mrs. Allan Fuller, Mrs. 
Willard DeChambeau and to the teachers who most ably 
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assisted Dr. Bannerman and myself in the management of | 
the clinics. The booster dose was given to 382 children in 


grades one through grades eight, also the complete series - 


of three inoculations were given to 13 children. 


During December, vision testing was done with the 3 
state loaned apparatus, 554 children were tested and 95 — 


were re-tested. For failure to pass the test, notices were 
sent to seventeen parents of pupils in Senior-Junior High 
School and to forty-six parents of pupils in the elementary 
grades. Besides these 63 failures, records disclose that 58 


pupils in the Senior-Junior High and 38 pupils in the elemen- | ; 


tary grades show vision defects, which are under treatment 


or that have been corrected by glasses. Before the close of — 
school, it is sincerely hoped that the parents will heed these 
notices and give their children competent Eye Specialist care.

Members of the faculty and 
students took part in presenting a program that was truly a 
appreciated and enjoyed by the student bodies of both 
schools. A similar type of event will be arranged for this 


year. 


On May 11th, the Band took part in the Massachusetts 3 
Festival at Needham. Each competing band was classified 
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according to the enrollment of its particular school and was 
judged for various qualities: intonation, technical profic- 
iency, tone quality, balance, etc. Our band received the 
highest score in its classification — a rating of 100%. Two 
weeks later the group went to Gloucester, Massachusetts to 
participate in the all New England Festival, and in par- 
ticipation with groups from six states was again given the 
highest rating. They have certainly brought credit to the 
school and hope to repeat their success in this year’s festi- 
’ vals. 


This year we have finally been able to order new uni- 
forms for the Band and Majorettes to replace the somewhat 
bedraggled caps and capes now in use. These uniforms are 
going to cost over $1,300.00 and will be paid for entirely from 
a Band Fund earned and saved by the members in various 
performances during the past five years. Although the Fund 
has now approximately $1,100.00, we do not doubt that the 


remainder will be raised. 


- In November of the present school year, the Music De- 
_ partment with the help of many of the Faculty presented 


another Minstrel Show which was evidently enjoyed by all 


since seats were sold out for two performances. The pro- 
- ceeds were given over to the Band Fund.

REPORT OF THE GUIDANCE DIRECTOR 


Dear Dr. Gotschall: 


I present herewith my third annual report as director 
of guidance at East Bridgewater High School. 


The most noteworthy development in the field of guid- 
ance has been effected through the use of the battery of voca- 
tional and educational guidance tests administered by the 
Cooperative Testing Service of Boston University. Upon 
the recommendation of the Superintendent, this became a 
part of the regular program in March 1946. To date, the 
classes of 1946, 1947, 1948, 1950 have been tested. 


This battery includes tests of interest fields and types - 
in addition to tests to determine basal vocabulary, problem 
solving ability, reading comprehension, habits of speed and 
accuracy, and mental maturity. This last concept has re- 
placed the narrow and unreliable I. Q. rating as a measure 
of so-called native ability. With such diversified tools, it is 
obvious that individual guidance in the selecton of courses — 
of studies and in vocational planning can be accomplished 
on a highly accurate level. | 


During the year conferences were held with all students 
and many parents regarding the results. of the tests. . 


Our vocational information services have been ex-— 
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- panded but cannot be entirely adequate until conditions 
permit at least one period per week for guidance group work. 
We have developed a course of study that we feel would 
coordinate and make more effective our present program. 
We now merely await the opportunity to expand that phase 
- of our work. 

A new pupil inventory has been devised for use in place 

__ of the older Pupil War Inventory which was hardly adequate 
-for our purposes. Follow-up work involving graduates in 
- June 1946 has included job-placement, and educational as- 
sistance. Of the 42 graduates, 14 are continuing their 

‘education, 15 are in the Armed Services, 13 are employed. 

During the spring, the director served as consultant on 
the State Department of Education Committee for the vet- 
erans’ guidance program at Bridgewater. This involved 
- planning and setting up and exhibit of guidance materials 
and services. It was gratifying to note that although East 
Bridgewater is the smallest school accredited with an “A” 
rating by the State Department, its services and materials 
compare favorably with those of the largest school systems. 

We have also contributed to the setting up of the guid- 
ance program of West Bridgewater. Inventories, follow-up 
and placement forms, devised by the director, were given to 
them for use in their program together with plans for the 
dissemination of vocational information and the testing 
program. 

The Student Council continues to be a successful part 
of the school program. It has done much to coordinate and 
stimulate interest in the extra-curricular activities. The 
sponsoring of educational assemblies, cheerleaders, drum 
majorettes, community service drives, and the purchasing 
of school equipment form a major part of the council’s work. 

May I thank the Superintendent, School Committee and 
citizens of East Bridgewater for their continued cooperation 
and interest in the development of our guidance program.
